International observers South Yemen bombs 
for Hebron arrive north Yemeni capital

MOST of the 160-member inter¬ 
national observer mission in He¬ 
bron arrived here yesterday from 
Copenhagen to take up a three- 
month posting in the city. 

The group, from Norway, Den¬ 
mark and Italy, is to patrol the 
streets unarmed and will report to 
a four-man committee, including 
the mayor of Hebron and the mili¬ 
tary governor. 

They are to wear special uni¬ 
forms and patrol in cars with spe¬ 
cial license plates. 

Israel TV said 114 members ar¬ 
rive. The observers are scheduled 
to begin patrols next Monday. 

The mission, called the Tempo¬ 
rary International Presence in He¬ 
bron (TIPH). has a three-month 


mandate which can be extended if 
both Israelis and Palestinians 
agree. Israel agreed to the intema-- 
tional presence after the PLO de¬ 
manded it following the massacre 
of 29 Palestinians in the Machpela 
Cave. 

Meanwhile, the IDF announced 
the easing of restrictions on He¬ 
bron residents in the town center, 
saying that residents would be per¬ 
mitted to be out until the evening, 
instead of 2 p.m. at present. The 
army will also permit the opening 
of the wholesale market, and is 
working on security arrangements 
next to the Cave of Machpela 
which will take at least five weeks 
to complete, aimed at reopening 
the cave at that time.

FOLLOWING inquiries by fam¬

Japan promises aid to Palestinians

“We had left Gaza from 1957 
until 1967, and these were the 
quietest years the State of Isra¬ 
el ever had. Whoever says that 
by leaving Gaza you are en¬ 
dangering the security of Israel 
simply does not know 
history.” 

Military sources said the Israeli 
delegation consisted of police and 
senior IDF officers. There were 12 
delegates on each side, and they 
met in the civQ administration of¬ 
fices just inside the Erez check¬ 
point for four hours. 

Later, C^za police chief Cmdr. 
David Sadeh took the Palestinians 
to police headquarters in Gaza 
City, recently repainted in blue 
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and white, and four other police 
installations. 

The Palestinian delegation was 
headed by Mahmoud Asfour. a 
brigadier-general in the Palestine 
Liberation Army, who was in ci¬ 
vilian clothes. 

The Palestinians had arrived 
Wednesday night from Cairo, and 
will be coordinating the orderly 
entry into Gaza of over a thousand 
Palestinian policemen, who are 
expected early next week.'

The last prisoners were freed on 
Wednesday, and others were 
transferred to prisons inside the 
Green Line before that, but a 
crowd of young Gazans, unaware 
of the transfer, clung to the fence, 
expecting more to be released.

FOREIGN Minister Shimon Peres 
said yesterday that the “peace pro¬ 
cess is now irreversible. Nothing at 
all can stop it at this juncture." 

Peres, speaking at the Labor 
party's weekly political bureau 
session, called Arafat’s refusal to 
sign the maps at Wednesday’s Cai¬ 
ro ceremony ”a ploy intended for 
internal consumption." 

At the same meeting. Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin argued 
that next week's Histadrut elec¬ 
tions should by no means be con¬ 
sidered a vote of confidence in his 
government, and especially not in 
the deal be struck with the PLO. 

Peres sought to explain away 
Arafat's behavior at the signing 
ceremony as stemming from 
“great internal problems among 
the Palestinians. Arafat is beset by 
enormous difficulties within his 
own constituency. 

"In my opinion, the negotia¬ 
tions which Arafat and tbe PLO 
are conducting with their own peo¬ 
ple are far more arduous than their 
negotiations with us. They are fac¬ 
ing extreme opposition as is 
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evinced by the fact that no delega¬ 
tion from the territories agreed to 
attend the Cairo ceremony. I think 
we should take into account that 
what happened with Arafat in Cai¬ 
ro was a move connected with the 
PLO's negotiations with its own 
people," Peres asserted. 

“The peace agreement is a fait 
accompli and cannot be halted 
now. The PLO will soon cross over 
from declarations to deeds and will 
reconcile itself to the new reality," 
Peres predicted. 

Rabin yesterday reversed him¬ 
self on the policy line he adopted 
during last fall's municipal elec¬ 
tions, which he defined as a vote 
“for or against the peace process." 
This time Rabin ruled out any con¬ 
nection “between the diplomatic 
moves under way and a political 
framework which has nothing to 
do with it." 

Labor insiders see this as an ex¬ 
pression of considerable anxiety 
about a possible beating Labor 
might suffer due to tbe indepen¬ 


dent candidacy of former Laborite 
Haim Ramon. 

The consensus among party 
pundits yesterday was that had Ra¬ 
bin been confident of a good per¬ 
formance by Labor, be would not 
have hesitated linkin g the Hista- 
drut poll with the peace process. 

In addition, it should be recalled 
that though he sought to squeeze 
more votes for Labor's municipal 
candidates this way in November, 
tbe party as a whole did badly in 
the local races. 

Party insiders also noted that 
Rabin took extra care yesterday 
not to close the door entirely on 
readmitting Ramon to Labor or to 
the coalition after the Histadrut 
elections. 

All Rabin would say when asked 
if be might call Ramon to return to 
his political home was that “fust 
Labor must win the elections." 

He also said that any cabinet 
reshuffle or possible expansion 
would also only be attempted after 
the Histadrut elections, when an¬ 
other effort would be made to ex¬ 
amine whether Sbas is at all seri¬ 
ous about reentering the coalition. 


Shilansky and Porat spend night 
in Jericho synagogue 


KNESSET members Dov Sbi- 
lansky (Likud) and Hanan Porat 
(NRP) slept last night at the Sha¬ 
lom A! Yisraei Synagogue in Jeri¬ 
cho, after soldiers kept anti-gov¬ 
ernment protesters from entering 
the rite throughout the day. 

The two MKs were allowed to 
remain because of their Knesset 
immunity which allows MKs pas¬ 
sage anywhere in the country un¬ 
less there is a dang er of compro¬ 
mising state security.

unwilling to accept the army’s re¬ 
quest that “we dose down until 
further notice, until the Arabs get 
used to us." Rabinovitch said the

lowed to operate like a normal ye¬ 
shiva-’' 

Under the Cairo agreement 
signed in February, the ancient 
synagogue and the yeshiva are to 
remain under the Religious Affairs 
Ministry’s jurisdiction. 

Soldiers yesterday sftrroiwded 
the synagogue, preventing govern¬ 
ment opponents who reached it on 
back roads in the early morning 
from entering the building and 
praying. 

A few dozen people who reached 
the rite in the morning prayed on 
the road outside the synagogue and 
then were put on buses by the sol¬ 
diers and sent back to Jerusalem, 
according to Aharon Domb, 
spokesman for the Council of Jew¬ 
ish Communities in Judea. Samar¬ 
ia and Gaza. 

Unlike Wednesday, when more 
than 200 people were evicted from 
the synagogue and arrested, no 
confrontations were reported 
yesterday.

Likud blasts Labor’s alleged

THE ’Likud plans to file com¬ 
plaints with the state comptroller 
regarding the Labor Party’s hiring 
people to participate in rallies wel¬ 
coming Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin back from the signing cere¬ 
mony in Cairo Wednesday. 

“This is an unprecedented phe¬ 
nomenon under the democratic 
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system," said Likud spokesman 
Zvi Hauser. “Staged demonstra¬ 
tions in support of the ruling party 
are what we associate with very 
different regimes." 

Among those who demonstrat¬ 
ed in support of Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin in Tel Aviv 
Wednesday night were teenagers 
who said they were paid NTS 11 an 
hour to carry placards reading: 
“Rabin, we are with you." 

One 16-year-old Holon resident 
told the Post that she went to a 
private employment agency in 
search of an after-school job. She 
was offered work “standing on as¬ 


signed street corners and major 
road junctions with placards for 
NIS 11 an hour plus transporta¬ 
tion costs.” Two other teenagers 
interviewed told similar stories. 

Labor party spokesman Yoram 
Don admitted that “the party uses 
hired placard-carriers on street 
comers in the Histadrut campaign 
but this has no connection whatev¬ 
er with the welcome rally for Ra¬ 
bin on Wednesday. 

Asked if he thought the teen¬ 
agers interviewed were lying, Don 
said that “No one asked them to 
demonstrate for Rabin. If some 
fool sent them there, because be 
got confused, then I am not 
responsible." 
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spokesman Gad Beo-Ari told AF: 
“It is one thing to nse a holy site for 
worship, and it is quite a another to 
have the synagogue as a place for 
political activities. This should not 
be part of the new realities.” Ben- 
Ari, who denied this was an exam¬ 
ple of the government denying free¬ 
dom of worship, said the closure 
“shows the army’s determination 
to implement the agreement in let¬ 
ter and spiriL'* 

In a related development, heads 
of settlements in the northern Dead 
Sea area met yesterday and warned 
tha t if they can not reach their 
settlements without being stopped 
by tbe army, they will interrupt 
traffic for everyone.

Court rejects 
plea against

THE High Court of Justice yester¬ 
day rejected a petition by MK 
Shaul Yahalom (NRP), demand¬ 
ing that people who wave PLO 
flags be put on trial. 

Attorney Pinhas Maoz, repre¬ 
senting YahaJom, pointed out that 
by law. flying a PLO flag is still a 
crime. Tbe government has made 
no effort to revoke this law, nor 
has it changed the PLO’s designa¬ 
tion as a terrorist organization. 

Therefore, he said, the attor¬ 
ney-general’s decision that Israel’s 
new relationship with the PLO 
eliminates the public interest in 
such trials cannot be justified. 

However, Justices Aharon Ba¬ 
rak, Theodor Orr and Eliahu 
Matza retorted that this is still an 
interim period, during which tbe 
government’s policy of recogniz¬ 
ing the PLO has not yet found 
expression in legislation. 

It is perfectly reasonable, they 
said, for the attorney-general to 
act in the spirit of the new relation¬ 
ship during this interim period. 

Qatar talks end 

DOHA, Qatar (AP) - A four-day 
international arms conference 
ended yesterday without issuing 
the customary declaration, amid 
differences between the Arabs and 
Israel on tbe scope of Middle East 
arms control.

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High Court rejects ‘shmita plea’ 
to bar agreement with PLO

THE-High Court *6f Justice 'this- 
week rejected a petition which 
charged that the agreement with 
the PLO is illegal because the gov¬ 
ernment is transferring control 
over lands if doesn’t own, having 
sold them to a third party as part of 
the shmita contract. 

During the shmita, or sabbati¬ 
cal, year, it is forbidden to eat 
produce cultivated on Jewish- 
owned land within Israel. The 
Chief Rabbinate therefore sells 
the country's land to a non-Jew for 
the duration of every shmita year, 
since the commandment against 
cultivating the land does not apply 
to property owned by a non-Jew. 

In his petition to the court, Jeru¬ 
salemite Shimon Hacohen had ar¬ 
gued that since Gaza and Jericho 
were sold to one Ahmed Mugrabi 
until next Rosh Hashana, the

ment and at least a month’s supply 
of food for local hospitals in the 
autonomous regions.” 

Maintaining a decent level of 
health in these areas is of vital 
interest not only for Palestinians, 
but also for Israel. “Every time I 
go to Gaza, 1 say I’m doing it for 
the health of the children of Isra¬ 
el," Tulchinsky said. Diseases can 
easily spread across borders. 

Despite the obvious political 
differences between Palestinians 
and Israelis, the relations between 
health professionals on both sides 
is excellent, and senior Palestinian 
doctors are well qualified. 

“Palestinians in the territories 
are justifiably proud of the excel¬ 
lent immunization program Israe¬ 
lis have implemented there, and 
they have even expressed their 
gratitude publicly. Nearly 95 per¬ 
cent of the children - who consti¬ 
tute half of the population of Gaza 
- are immunized; that’s higher 
than the average rate in Israel. 
About 45 percent of the Gaza pop¬ 
ulation have taken out health in¬ 
surance from the civil administra¬ 
tion; the rest have not for political 
reasons or simply because of cul- 
tural opposition to health 
insurance.” 

The infant mortality rate in 
Gaza has dropped from 150 per 
1.000 live births before 1967 to 
about 30 today; in Israel, the aver¬ 
age is 9 per 1,000, and among Is¬ 
raeli Arabs 14 per 1,000. 

“On the whole, we’ve certainly 
done our bit; of course, we could 
have done more. There's a lot 
more to be done, especially in sew¬ 
age infrastructure and health in¬ 
surance." said Tulchinsky. 


The Government of the State of 
Israel and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (hereinafter “the 
PLO"), the representative of the 
Palestinian people:

REAFFIRMING their under¬ 
standing that the interim self-gov¬ 
ernment arrangements, including 
the arrangements to apply in the 
Gaza Strip and the Jericho Area 
contained in this agreement, are 
an integral part of the whole peace 
process and that the negotiations 
on the permanent status will lead 
to the implementation of Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338; 

DESIROUS of putting into ef¬ 
fect the Declaration of Principles 


on Interim Self-Government Ar¬ 
rangements signed at Washington. 
D.C. on September 13. 1993, and 
the agreed minutes thereto (here¬ 
inafter “the Declaration of Princi¬ 
ples”). and in particular the proto¬ 
col on withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from the Gaza Strip and the Jeri¬ 
cho Area: 

HEREBY AGREE to the fol¬ 
lowing arrangements regarding 
the Gaza Snip and the Jericho 
Area: 

ARTICLE I 

Definitions for the purpose of 
this Agreement: 

A. The Gaza Strip and the Jeri¬ 
cho Area are delineated on map 
Nos. 1 and 2 attached to this 
agreement. 

B. “The settlements' - means the 
Gush Katif and Erez settlement 
areas, as well as the other settle¬ 
ments in the Gaza Strip, as shown 
on attached map No. 1. 

C. “The Military Installation 
Area” means the Israeli miiitary 
installation area along the Egyp¬ 
tian border in the Gaza Strip, as 
shown on map No. 1. 

D. The term “Israelis ' shall also 
include Israeli statutory agencies 
and corporations registered in 
Israel. 

ARTICLE II 

Scheduled Withdrawal of Israeli 
Military Forces 

1. Israel shall implement an ac¬ 


celerated and scheduled withdraw¬ 
al of Israeli military forces from 
the Gaza Strip and from the Jeri¬ 
cho Area to begin immediately 
with the signing of this agreement. 

Israel shall complete such with¬ 
drawal within three weeks from 
this date. 

Z. Suhject to the arrangements 
included in the Protocol Concern¬ 
ing Withdrawal of Israeli Military 
Forces and Security Arrangements 
attached as Annex I. the Israeli 
withdrawal shall include evacuat¬ 
ing all military bases and other 
fixed installations to be handed 
over to the Palestinian Police, to 
be established pursuant to Article 
IX below thereinafter “the Pales¬ 
tinian Policc"|. 

3. In order to cany out Israel's 
responsibility for external security 
and for internal security and public 
order of settlements and Israelis. 
Israel shall, concurrently with the 
withdrawal, redeploy its remain¬ 
ing military forces to the settle¬ 
ments and the Military Installation 
Area, in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of this agreement. 

Subject to the provisions of this 
agreement, this redeployment 
shall constitute full implementa¬ 
tion of Article XIII of the Declara¬ 
tion of Principles with regard to 
the Gaza Strip and the Jericho 
Area only.

LONDON (Reuter) - Britons vot¬ 
ed on yesterday in town hall elec¬ 
tions that couia trigger the down- 
foil of Prime Minister John Major, 
already the most unpopular leader 
since records began. Although the 
ruling Conservatives have tried to 
focus on local issues, the opposi¬ 
tion Labor Party has billed the 
council elections as a referendum 
on Major's record since he 
won the last general election in 
1992. 

“The fate of 5,000 council seats 
will be treated as runes in which 
the prime minister s political pros¬ 
pects may be read ” The Times 
newspaper said in an editorial. 

If voter surveys are accurate, 
the verdict on a party that this 
week celebrates its 15th year in 
power will be damning. 

Opinion polls show the Conser¬ 
vatives; who have stumbled from 
crisis to crisis, trailing Labor by 21 
percentage points. 

The parallel to the last council 
electipns in May 1990 noil not be 
lost on Major as he struggles to 
prevent his party from splitting 
apart over the vexed question of 
Europe. 

The Conservatives were behind 
Labor by a similar margin four 
years ago and the party was equal¬ 
ly divided and demoralised over 
Margaret Thatcher's leadership 
and the local poll tax levy. 

By November 1990 Thatcher 


bad been ousted and Major was 
premier. 

The Conservative Party chair¬ 
man, Sir Norman Fowler, insists 
that yesterday’s vote is not a plebi¬ 
scite on Major. 

“The buck stops with the party 
chairman.” he said on Wednes¬ 
day. “1 take responsibility for the 
campaign.” 

But if a poor performance at 
local level is followed by a thrash¬ 
ing at elections for the European 
Parliament on June 9, Major’s po¬ 
sition could become untenable. 

Events in the run-up to polling 
day have neatly encapsulated the 
conflicts among Conservatives 
which Major, the most unpopular 
premier on record, seems increas¬ 
ingly powerless to quell. 

Last Saturday Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Gillian. Shephard appealed 
for an end to party squabbles bnt 
only managed to fan the fires by 
letting slip that Major enjoys the 
support of only eight out of 10 
Conservative members of parlia¬ 
ment (MP). 

An outspoken Conservative 
MP, David Evans, stirred the pot 
on Monday by calling for Major to 
sack half a dozen members of his 
cabinet and breezily named those 
who should get the chop, includ¬ 
ing Treasury Chief Secretary Mi¬ 
chael Portillo', who had been re¬ 
opening Conservative wounds 
over Europe. 


Departing from the carefully 
constructed, neutral cabinet line 
that Britain’s participation in a 
single European currency would 
be a question for parliament. Por¬ 
tillo said the plan would be impos¬ 
sible because it would impinge on 

national sovereignty. 

Major rebuked Portillo, a stan¬ 
dard-bearer of the Thatcherite 
right wing of the party, but not 
before the political damage was 
done: commentators read the re¬ 
marks as a brazen challenge to 
Major's authority by an ambitious 
politician eager for his job. 

“Rarely, if ever, can a govern¬ 
ment have approached an impor¬ 
tant election day in such a state of 
turmoil." Labor leader John 
Smith said. “The disarray is al¬ 
most breathtaking." 

Privately, many Conservative 

MPs would agree ’and fear the in¬ 
fighting can only get worse when 
the campaign spotlight switches to 
the European election. 

Pollsters say the benchmark for 
success yesterday will be London, 
the Conservatives* last bastion in 
local government, where all 32 
boroughs are up for grabs. 

A third of seats in the rest of 
England and Wales, plus all all of 
Scotland's 12 regional councils, 
are also at stake. 

Polling began at 8 a.m. and ends 
at 9 p.m. Most results will be 
known early today.

The book by Give Ponting iy 
the latest in a series of biographies 
that have sought to debunk Chur¬ 
chill. who died in 196$ aged 90*,* 
and have accused him of being 
white supremacist. 

The pugnacious cigar-smoking 
Churchill traditionally has beerr 
revered in Britain as a nationdi 
hero who could do no wrong and 
was above reproach. 

In a revisionist view of the man 1 
credited with saving Britain firorrf 
defeat by Nazi Germany. Ponting 
said Churchill also suffered a severe’ 
alcohol problem and believed in 
sterilising the mentally degenerated 

Winston Churchill, grandson of 
the former prime minister and 
now a Conservative member df 
parliament, has tried to have the 
book banned. Another historian 
to question the Churchill legend 
recently was Andrew Roberts who' 
claimed Churchill's racists viewri 
remained unchanged throughout 
his 50 years in politics and tw<y 
stints as British Prime Minister 
from 1940-1945 and 1951-55.

RUTH Atoun, 8, a cystic fibrosis 
(CF) victim from Mevasseret 
Zion, has undergone a successful 
lung transplant at the St. Louis 
Children's Hospital in the US. 
The hospital - one of the few in 
the world to perform successful 
lung transplants on youngsters her 
age - had asked for $800,000 for 
the surgery. 

Ruth has four brothers and sis¬ 
ters. Her brother Yohai, 4, is also 
afflicted with CF and receives in¬ 
tensive drug and physiotherapy 
treatment from his parents. As a 
result, the entire family had to fly 
to the US along with Ruth, and 
are staying in an apartment pro¬ 
vided by the local Jewish commu¬ 
nity. 

Their health fund, Kupat Holim 
Leumit, contributed $125,000 to¬ 
wards the surgery; the Israel Cys¬ 
tic Fibrosis Association gave 
$60,000; while collections from 
the public raised most of the rest 
needed to pay the hospital.

SAN’A (AP) - The northern and 
southern Yemeni army and air 
force were locked in battle yester¬ 
day as tbe impoverished Arabian 
Peninsula nation plunged into full- 
scale civil war.' 

Conservative North Yemen 
merged with the formerly Marxist 
South Yemen four years ago but 
the union was troubled from the 
start and the two sides' 
armed forces were never fully 
integrated. 

The state-run radio in San'a. the 
former northern capital, said two 
southern warplanes “raided vital 
public installations in the capital at 
5:30 a.m.” 

The southern military command 
said northern warplanes blasted 
the airport in Aden and other dis¬ 
tricts in the capital of former 
South Yemen at id pan! Wedries? 
day. European cfiplOftiatS mSar’a 
also reported-northern air attacks 
on Aden. 

There was no way to estimate 
casualties from the latest fighting. 

Residents in San’a, including 
European diplomats, said south¬ 
ern air force jets struck the inter¬ 
national airport and the presiden¬ 
tial palace. 

Artillery explosions thundered 
from a point south of the capital 
and: small arms fire echoed in the 
city's neighborhoods of bright 
mud brick bouses. 

Gouds of smoke rose from the 
vicinity of the presidential palace, 
in the rim of the San’a basin. 

One of tbe diplomats said 
southern forces were shelling the 
compound with artillery. It was 
not clear if President Saleh Ali 
Abdullah Saleh was inside. 

In a statement read over the 
government-run San’a Radio, Sa¬ 
leh ordered a state of emergency 
across the country for 30 days. 

Later, tbe radio broadcast an 
edict banning the carrying of arms 
or any shooting in the streets of 
tbe capital. There was no sign that 
the ban bad any effect.

BEUING (AP) - China and other Asian nations 
expressed surprise and anger yesterday over a Japa¬ 
nese Cabinet member's statement that Japan was not 
an aggressor in World War II and did not massacre 
Chinese civilians. 

"We are shocked and indignant,” China’s Foreign 
Ministry said in a statement. “Now that nearly 50 
years have passed since the end of the war ... a 
Japanese Cabinet member went so far as to publicly 
distort the history, deny historical fact and defend the 
Japanese militarists’ aggression,” it said. 

The statement, carried yesterday by the official 
Xinhua News Agency, noted past Japanese leaders 
already have apologized for their country's war 
actions. 

Japan’s new justice minister. Shigeto Nagano, said 
in an interview published in a Japanese newspaper 
Wednesday that the 1937 “Rape of Nanking," in 
which Japanese soldiers slaughtered residents of that 
eastern Chinese city, was a hoax. 

Chinese historians say Japanese soldiers kilted about 
300,000 people in Nanking, -which had been the seat of 
China’s Nationalist government. The government fled 
in advance to the inland city of Chongqing. 


Nagano also denied that Japan was the aggressor in 
the war, during which it invaded China, Korea and 
much of Southeast Asia. 

South Korea’s Foreign Ministry said the remarks 
represent “a seriously distorted historical view that 
we consider very deplorable.” 

“It is seriously wrong that an incumbent member 
of the Japanese Cabinet has such a historical view,” 
Yoo Byoung-woo. director general of the Foreign 
Ministry’s Asian Affairs Bureau, told reporters. 

Yoo noted that Nagano's remarks came as 
Japan was looking for a bigger role in the world 
community. 

Seoul officials are worried that Nagano's remarks 
may rekindle anti-Japanese sentiment among South 
Koreans who stUI remember Japan's actions during 
its 1910-45 colonial rule of the Korean Peninsula. 

In Hanoi, Vietnamese Foreign Ministry spokes¬ 
woman Ho The Lan called Nagano's statement “en¬ 
tirely contrary to historical facts and the apologies 
expressed by Japanese leaders to foe Asian people to 
what Japan had done in Asia during the second world 
war. The statement will surely create strong waves.of 
discontent in countries in the region.

The negotiations leading to the 
transfer of power to the black ma¬ 
jority emphasized that the first 
post-apartheid government would 
be one of “national unity," both in 
the statutes and in its mindset. For 
example, it virtually guaranteed a 
role for de Klerk, whose party 
codified apartheid and brutally 
enforced- it before pressure at 
home and abroad forced h to re¬ 
verse course. 

Mandela also has emphasized 
racial reconciliation repeatedly as 
be prepares to become the coun¬ 
try's first black president.

street-to-street fighting, UN offi¬ 
cers and witnesses said. 

Six RPF Katyusha rockets 
slammed into the government- 
held commercial center of the cap¬ 
ital, sending hundreds of people 
fleerag for^ tbeir.lives^ at an open 
ajr marktt; 'witnesses said. 

•; .The .RPF thrust to Kigali from 
the north days after civil war and 
massacres erupted in the wake of 
the killing of President Juvenal 
Habyarimana in a rocket attack on 
his plane on A 'ril 6. 

Aid workers estimate more 
than 200,000 people have died, 
many hacked to death, in massa¬ 
cres of the minority Tutsi tribe and 
oppsition members by the major¬ 
ity Hutu, who dominate the armed 
forces. 

In a speech broadcast on Rwan¬ 
dan radio. Prime Minister Jean 


Kambanda, who heads a self-de¬ 
clared Hutu government, said ev¬ 
ery Rwandan, even farmers, 
should be armed and urged hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of people who 
had fled to return to join the 
battles. 

“We have men, munitions, a 
united government, a united army 
and we have to win,” he said. 
“Weapons are the main priority 
for the government even if this 
prevents the normal importation 
of goods.” 

The United States has called for 
an arms embargo against Rwanda. 
UN officers say the country is 
awash with weapons. 

Kambanda said the government 
could not tolerate thousands of 
people Seeing when five or 10 
RPF rebels. appeared ip their 
home, area.and fired in the.air. 

The government controls barely 
a third of. the tiny central African 
state bit by the worst atrocities in 
generations. The radio said Kam¬ 
banda made the speech on 
Wednesday in the town of Kibuye. 

Abdul Kabia. executive head of 
the UN Assistance Mission in 
Rwanda (UNAMIR) said heavy 
fighting with small arms, mortars 
and artillery across Kigali raged 
overnight and into yesterday. 

“They are the heaviest battles 
since tins all started and the first 
time both sides have battled 
throughout the night,” said Ka¬ 


bia, adding casualty figures were 
impossible to obrain. 

But Rwanda Army spokesman

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WASHINGTON (Reuter) - Pres¬ 
ident Clinton has spelled out new 
guidelines aimed at limiting US 
involvement in United Nations 
peacekeeping operations, the US 
ambassador to the United Nations 
said yesterday. 

The new policy is “not intended 
to expand UN peacekeeping but 
to help fix it." by making opera¬ 
tions “more selective and more 
effective." Ambassador Made¬ 
leine Albright told a House of 
Representatives panel. 

Albright said Clinton had 
signed a presidential directive lay¬ 
ing out the new policy after a com¬ 
prehensive, administration-wide 
review. 
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She said the goal of the directive 
was to ensure “that we refrain 
from asking the UN to undertake 
missions it is not equipped to do 
and to help equip the UN to suc¬ 
ceed in missions we would like it 
to do." 

“UN peacekeeping is not, in 
our view, a substitute for vigorous 
alliances and a strong national de¬ 
fense," Albright told the House 
subcommittee on appropriations 
for foreign operations. 

She said the United States 
would choose the course of 
action that best serves its 
interests when threats arise, in¬ 
cluding the possibility of acting 
alone. 
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Some imminent problems 


A T one point in the negotiations, 
Yasser Arafat said that April 13 was a 
sacred date. It was on that day. ac¬ 
cording to the Declaration of Principles, that 
Israel was scheduled to evacuate Jericho and 
the Gaza District, and he insisted that Israel 
adhere to the Oslo timetable. 

There were several causes for the delay, but 
mostly they were the PLO's refusal to negoti¬ 
ate after the Hebron massacre, and Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin's healthy insistence 
on dotting every T and crossing every *t’ 
before signing the implementation document. 
In the end, realizing that delay was undermin¬ 
ing support for the agreement in Israel and the 
weakening of Arafat’s position in the territo¬ 
ries, Rabin agreed to sign before many sub¬ 
stantive details were settled. It was yet anoth¬ 
er instance in which Rabin's pledge proved 
unequal to the momentum of the process. 

Yet now the signing ceremony is history, 
prompt Israeli evacuation is no longer sacred. 
Arafat is not ready to take over in Gaza and 
Jericho. Israeli sources intimate that he 
begged Rabin to continue that intolerable Is¬ 
raeli “occupation” at least another month. It 
may be the first time a “liberated” people 
wishes to postpone its liberation. 

Nor is it necessarily only a matter of three 
or four weeks. Yesterday, an Arafat aide said 
that even after a month the PLO would not be 
ready to shoulder responsibility for the ceded 
territories. He said it may take up to three 
months, perhaps more, for the PLO to be able 
to run hospitals, collect taxes, manage the 
municipalities, and provide minimal services. 

Understandably, Rabin is miffed. He re¬ 
portedly told Arafat that instead of spending 
days and nights on details like stamps, or the 
Palestinian policeman's position on the bridge 
and the extent of territorial waters, the PLO 
should have been preparing for the transition. 

But it is a major error to suppose that 
Arafat's concern with “marginal” details is 
merely a sign of disorganization. Arafat is by 
no means the first Arab ruler whose interest in 
the welfare of his people is minimal. A typical 
example of a tyrant always readv to sacrifice 
the people’s good on the altar of self-aggran¬ 
dizement can be found in Arafat's ally and 
friend Saddam Hussein. 

That Arafat is far more interested in the 
symbols and components of sovereignty than 
in the health of patients in Gaza hospitals is - 
hardly surprising. The declared aim of the 
PLO's takeover in Gaza and Jericho is not. 
after all, to develop model communities in 
these two areas^ nor to give Arafat an oppor¬ 
tunity to prove his skills as mayor of Gaza and 
Jericho, but to establish a bridgehead to a 
Palestinian state. And if Arafat’s repeated 
references to the PLO’s "phased plan” of 


1974 is any indication, the state he has in mind 
is not one that would live next to Israel but 
replace it. 

For all his shenanigans and petulance, he 
has managed to obtain so many ingredients of 
sovereignty that it will be difficult for the 
world not to treat Gaza/Jericho as anything 
less than a state. The mere fact that the World 
Bank, which does not deal with organizations, 
has been asked by Israel to arrange a loan for 
the Palestinian “authority” is an indication 
that the Palestinian entity will be considered a 
state by the international community.- 

Arafat also insists that the Council which he 
will appoint next week will have legislative 
powers, and will be able to make laws that will 
supersede the agreement. Israel may object, 
but once the army withdraws there is little it 
will be able to do .about it. Moreover, the 
"entity” has been ceded control over territori¬ 
al waters, it will have legations throughout the 
world, and it will have a flag, a stamp and an 
independent telephone code. To call it an 
entity rather than a state is to play silly games 
with semantics. 

Foreign Minister Shimon Peres has said that 
all these things do not really matter, that 
gestures of generosity, “carrots” as he calls 
them, should only facilitate reconciliation. 
Rabin, too, has said that what the Palestinians 
do in their areas does not bother him. Asked 
about the intention of members of the “Pales¬ 
tinian police force” - a euphemism for the 
imported PLO army trained in terrorist camps 
abroad - to bring their families with them, he 
said he did not care if the population of Gaza 
and Jericho is increased by another 50,000. 
But such insouciance only means the PLO 
army can become as large as the PLO wants it ; 
to be. and that there can be little control over 
trained terrorists entering the self-rule areas. 

The issue of immigration into the territories 
is not one Israel can treat cavalierly. The next 
session of negotiations will be devoted to the 
“return” of the 1967 refugees and their off¬ 
spring. Israel claims their number is 200,000. 
The PLO say it is closer to 800.000. To most 
Israelis, it matters little how crowded the Gaza 
District becomes, but the more unemployed 
people are jammed into the “entity" the more 
pressure will be created on its borders, and 
the greater likelihood of the terrorist war in¬ 
tensifying. 

The government insists that if the self-rule 
areas become bases for terrorist activity, if 
terrorist George Habash - for example - real¬ 
izes his threat to attack Israelis from Gaza and 
Jericho, Israel will discontinue the process. 
But if the government's tendency to rational¬ 
ize flagrant violations of PLO commitments is 
any indication, its capacity to resist the mo¬ 
mentum of the process may be limited indeed.

T HE age-old conflict be¬ 
tween Israelis and Palestin¬ 
ians has created a deep cri¬ 
sis of trust between them. We are 
now poised on the edge of the 
abyss. 

There has been occupation on 
the one hand, violence and inti¬ 
fada on the other. The first has 
resulted m discrimination, deten¬ 
tions. lolling and humiliation; the 
second has created the context for 
negative Palestinian and Jewish 
stereotypes to flourish, for fiercely 
prejudicial stands to consolidate. 

For generations, Jews and Ar¬ 
abs have lived in the shadow of 
bloody wars. Amid suffering and 
casualties, they have turned the 
wheel of conflict and violent accu¬ 
sations ever faster. And the cycle 
of blood continues. 

There is a stone wall between 
the two societies; with the years it 
has become even more solid. And 
as those negative stereotypes have 
grown, so has the wish to stay 
apart from a foe perceived as cruel 
and murderous. 

The division between our two 
peoples finds expression on both 
sides of the barricade, in opposi¬ 
tion to a peace agreement because 
“there’s no one to make peace 
with." 

Now is just the time to close this 
gap. Granted, the task is difficult.

A <*-YEAR-OLD boy fell into an 
icy alpine river near Innsbruck, 
Austria, and was swept away. Fir¬ 
efighters pulled his body from the 
water several kilometers down¬ 
stream. The air temperature was 
minus 4*C, the water 2°C. The boy 
was submerged for 65 minutes. 

He was clearly dead: by drown¬ 
ing, hypothermia, exposure. 

And yet he survived and - a few 
months later - was back at school, 
perfectly recovered. 

By the time be was pulled from 


the river, the unnamed boy’s heart 
had stopped beating and his body 
temperature bad plummeted to 
16**C, far below the point at which 
hypothermia is usually fatal. At-, 
tempts to revive hhn by cardiopul¬ 
monary resuscitation were unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

According to a report in the 
New England journal of Medicine, 
his miraculous survival was par¬ 
tially due, ironically, to tire sudden 
and extreme cold he endured, 
which slowed his metabolism dra¬ 


matically and reduced his body’s 
need for oxygen-rich blood, doc¬ 
tors concluded. 


At the hospital, the boy’s blood 
was gradually rewarmed by car¬ 
diopulmonary bypass, which took 
the place of his useless heart and 
lungs while the blood circulated 
outside of his body.

Israel must pray for success but prepare for failure 



W E have achieved a new era. Is it the era 
we prayed for? Only time will tell. . 
The barrier of hatred which has sur¬ 
rounded us since the establishment of the state 
has been breached. There have been negotia¬ 
tions and ceremonies in Cairo, delegations in 
Oman, in Qatar, and very soon in Bahrain. We 
have, imperceptibly, entered a new Middle 
East. 

A week.ago, I represented the State of Israel. 
at the funeral of president Richard Nixon. 
Apart from the very impressive and moving 
ceremony, I was struck by a new approach, 
expressed in the completely free manner in 
which representatives of many of the Arab 
states present came over to greet me. As one. 
who experienced the very trying periods of 
constant boycott of Israel in the United Na¬ 
tions, I was very aware of the change that has 
occurred. 

The signing in Cairo reflects a victory , in 
Israel’s struggle, a bloody struggle which has 
lasted over 100 years. Without it, we would not 


have been strong enough to handle the present 
situation. 

True, the nation, hungry for peace, is torn by 
doubts and anxieties with regard to the future. 
And .rightly so. 

True, terrorist activity wilt not disappear 
.overnight. We live in the Middle East and have 
only to look around us to see the situation in 
this respect in the Arab states. 

All the steps the government has taken are 
fraught with danger. Most of^us recall the 
doubts and the struggle connected with the 
withdrawal from Sinai, a struggle which threat¬ 
ened to divide the nation. 

But there is something we tend to take for 
granted. Despite all the fears and prophecies of 
doom, not a single Israeli soldier has fallen in 
military action along the Egypt-Israel border 
since the signing of the peace treaty with Egypt; 
and hot a single Egyptian family mourns a son 
who lost his life along that border. 

Naturally, there are fears as we face the fu¬ 
ture. But there is also hope. And the question:

What, is the alternative? 

This question has been asked time after time 
over the past few months, and to date, I have 
not heard a single reply that sounded plausible. 

The vast majority of Israelis is happy to be 
rid of Gaza and its insoluble problems, togeth¬ 
er with the demographic time bomb it repre¬ 
sents. 

AGAIN, THERE is that plaguing question: 
What is the alternative? What security can we 
guarantee for the future once the Israel De¬ 
fense Forces, instead of training like any other 
army, becomes a police force chasing children 
throwing stones? 

No euphoria accompanies the signing of this 
agreement. Instead, there is a feeling of hope 
and a prayer that we will succeed on this new 
path, that we are indeed on the way to a peace. 


long hoped-for, which will make fewer the fu¬ 
neral processions on both sides. 

A major error in the Declaration of Princi¬ 
ples was the unrealistic timetable specified. 

It has always been my opinion that a major 
error was made at Camp David in determining 
five years as the period of autonomy. Many 
leading Arabs with whom I discussed this prob¬ 
lem were of the same mind. After ail, France 
agreed to a period of 10 years for autonomy in 
New Calendonia. 

In place of linking ourselves to unrealistic 
timetables, we should: 

• Clearly specify Israel’s “red lines” in respect 
of the continuation of the process - Jerusalem 
for instance; 

• Be quite clear on the ultimate boundaries of 
the autonomous region as we see them: 

• Not deviate in any way from those 
boundaries. 

We must make it clear to the Palestinian 
people, and to the world in general, that as far 


as we are concerned, we are embarking on a 
trial period. 

If the Palestinians honor the agreement. 
Israel, for its part, will honor the agreement 
too. Failure to do so would have serious ramifi¬ 
cations on future relations and. indeed, the 
entire peace process. 

The main test will be the degree to which 
Terrorist activities are contained, and the de¬ 
gree to which economic stability, which de¬ 
pends to a great extent on Israel, is maintained. 
If the autonomous administration fails in ihe 
economic field, it will find itself facing disaster. 

We are entering a period of hope. But we 
must have a clear-cut and unequivocal plan 
prepared, should reality disillusion us. 

We can hut pray for the success of the process 
on both sides of the border, while aware that 
we are taking a historic risk. Hopefully, it will 
turn out to have been justified.

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T HE Gaza-Jericho First 
agreement was signed in 
Cairo this week after a diffi¬ 
cult birth. Autonomy is on its way. 

But the road won't be lined with 
roses. The main problem in the 
first stage arises from gnawing 
doubts about the ability of Yasser 
Arafat and the PLO leadership to 
assume control and govern 
effectively. 

Arafat's recent behavior 
doesn’t make it any easier for the 
Israeli peace camp, and especially 
the Rabin government, which 
needs all the popular support it 
can 1 get. 

Gaza-Jericho First is based on 
the assumption that we will have 
the opportunity to see the PLO's 
success in governing - or lack of it 
- on the ground. Now Arafat’s 
ability to fulfill his obligations to' 
Israel will be put to the test. 

It isn't a big gamble. The danger 
isn't great from Israel's point of 
view. If it becomes evident that we 
were wrong, it will still be possible 
to turn the wheel back or, at the 
very least, halt the process. The 
territorial and diplomatic cards 
are all in our hands. The burden of 
proof lies firstly on the other side. 

We, on our part, must push 
ahead, both on the Palestinian and 
the Syrian diplomatic fronts. 

The right-wing opposition has 
no realistic alternative to Rabin’s 
peace policy. If its leadership was 
.realistic, and pragmatic., it would: 
stand, upainf qffef to joip-Rabini,, 
government on the combined ba¬ 
sis of the Madrid and Oslo agree-. 
meats. 

There is no way back from these 
two binding agreements. The sce¬ 
nario that began at Camp David 
and developed through Madrid 
and Oslo leads inevitably to tern- - 
tonal compromise in all areas. 
Anyone who thinks otherwise is 
either fooling himself or knowing¬ 
ly lying to the public. / 

The question is how'to arrive at 
arrangements that best serve Isra¬ 
el’s security and diplomatic inter¬ 
ests: not to leave all the territo¬ 
ries, not to evacuate all the 
settlements, to retain defensible 
borders, to protect a united Jeru¬ 
salem as Israel’s capital.

DESPITE THE regrettable bitch¬ 
es in the signing ceremony. May 4, 
1994 will undoubtedly go down in 
history as an important date in the 
march to full peace between Israel 
and its neighbors. 


I count myself among those who 
believe that leaders influence his¬ 
torical events. It takes wise lead¬ 
ership to understand when condi¬ 
tions are ripe for historic turning 
points. 

Several opportunities arose 
from 1967 on to advance the 
peace, but they were not taken 
advantage of, either owing to 
shortsightedness or weak leader¬ 
ship. The Arabs are not the only 
ones responsible for having held 
up the peace process in the past. 

What Yitzhak Rabin and Shi¬ 
mon Peres achieved is that, for the 
first time in the history of peace 
contacts, a diplomatic agreement 
was reached without any Ameri¬ 
can pressure. It is creditable that 
we have reached this point. It is a 
shame that we had to pay so high a 
price in blood. 

Rabin and Peres needed a large 
measure of courage to make all 
the difficult decisions involved in 
the agreement. They understood 
that if they didn't take chances, we 
would end up running in place. In 
the current reality, there is no sta¬ 
tus quo. Running in place means 
retreating. 

The agreement signed this week 
contains considerable dangers - 
but the alternative poses greater 
risk. If the agreement succeeds, it 
will pave the way for foil peace 
with the PLO, as well as with Syria 
and Lebanon. We must not rest on 
our Jaorels, .but examine every 
’possibility -of renewing negotia¬ 
tions with Syria at once. - 

Regjcmal and international ele¬ 
ments should be encouraged to 
provide the fullest financial and 
economic assistance to Arafat, as 
an incentive for his combating vio¬ 
lence and terrorism. Every effort 
must be made to prevent terrorist 
strikes of all kinds. 

It mil take wisdom, leadership 
and courage to determine how 
much authority Arafat has in -the 
Palestinian street, and to know if 
and when to concede the failure of 
the process or, conversely, to un¬ 
derstand that despite the difficul¬ 
ties. this is still our only chance for 
peace in the long nun.

A premier’s view of things 
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P RIME Minister Yitzhak Ra¬ 
bin regards the possibility of 
the formation of a Teheran- 
Baghdad-Damascus axis as his 
most critical future challenge. 

In this context, in bis remarks 
before the Labor Knesset faction 
this week, he declared that the 
security significance of settle¬ 
ments in general was’ marginal. 
This, presumably, would even in¬ 
clude the settlements inthe securi¬ 
ty boundaries such as the Jordan 
Rift. 

.However, in referring to his 
pre-election campaign distinction 
between political and security set¬ 
tlement. he declared: “The securi¬ 
ty contribution of what I called 
‘political settlements' is near to 
zero.'* 

Rabin's remarks represent no 
change in positions he has ex¬ 
pressed for years. • 

Ever since Ihe Yom Kippur 
War, when the army was faced 
with the necessity of hastily evacu¬ 
ating the civilian settlements on 
the Golan Heights in the line of 
the advance of the Syrian forces, it 
has.been clear that the settlements 
can prove a security burden, rath¬ 
er'than an asset. 

. The notion that settlements 
'provide the legitimacy for Israel’s 
military presence, presented m 
The-Jerusalem Post editorial of 
May 3. is. to put it as charitably as 
possible, highly original. 

The High Court, in any event, 
has consistently taken the exact 
opposite position. It was not the 
presence of Chilian settlements 
that made military protection le¬ 
gitimate, but rather the military 
occupation that made civilian set¬ 
tlements legitimate. 

In 1979. after the political up- 
: heaval that brought Menachem 
.Begin to power, the army requisi- 
: tioned privately owned land for 
the creation of the civilian settle¬ 
ment of Beit El. The question pre¬ 
sented. 10 the High Court was 
whether this was a proper military 
purpose.

tice Witkon declared that ‘from

Shortly thereafter, defense min¬ 
ister Ezer Weizman disagreed 
with chief of staff Rafael Eitan's 
determination that the proposed 
new settlement of Elon Moreh 
had military value. When the own¬ 
ers of the land in question peti¬ 
tioned the court, it nullified the 
requisition of privately owned 
land for its establishment. 

In the Knesset debate on the 
treaty with Egypt, Begin intimat¬ 
ed that be considered the Beit El 
decision as supporting the Likud 
position on settlement. But after 
Elon Moreh, tie reportedly ended 
military requisition, of land for 
new settlements. 

AS REGARDS THE value of set¬ 
tlements, on the Golan Heights - 
or of the. strategic value of the 
Golan Heights altogether - Begin 
truly underwent a major transfor¬ 
mation.' 

As Foreign Minister Shimon 


Peres noted in his Knesset reply to 
the no-confidence motions this 
week. Begin, as a minister in the 
post-1967 war national unity gov¬ 
ernment, was prepared to return 
the Heights to Syria, just as he was 
prepared to restore Sinai to Egyp¬ 
tian sovereignty. The objective for 
him was a free hand in the area of 
formerly mandatory Palestine, as 
it was in the peace with Egypt a 
decade later. 

During his first term of office. 
Begin rejected a mass petition or¬ 
ganized by Labor elements led by 
former agriculture minister Avra- 
ham Katz-Oz (currently head of 
the delegation to the multilateral 
talks on water resources) calling 
for the annexation of the Golan 
Heights. At the same time, he 
kept the critical post of defense 
minister out of the eager grasp of 
Ariel Sharon. 

In his second term. Begin re¬ 
versed himself on both issues. He 
nominated Sharon for the post of 
defense minister and introduced 
legislation annexing the Golan. 
What brought about the transfor¬ 
mation? There is no clear an¬ 
swer. although speculation con¬ 
nected it to the prime minister's 
health. 

The change in Begin’s position 
on the Golan Heights was one of 
the major factors leading to the 
war in Lebanon. 

Samuel Lewis, then US ambas¬ 
sador. has related how he was 
summoned to Begin's sickroom 
after the annexation of the Golan 
and the angry US response to hear 
Begin's “banana republic” tirade 
(of'which Lewis does a fantastic 
imitation). 

As Lewis went down the stairs 
to leave, he noticed that the cabi¬ 
net was assembled in the sitting 
room, waiting for Begin to join 
them. Only later did he learn that 
this was the meeting at which the 
fateful decisions that led to the 
war in Lebanon were made.

The wrong approach to Assad 


I TS time we stopped relying on 
Hafez Assad. It just isn’t pos¬ 
sible to go on trusting him in¬ 
definitely to pull us out of the pit 
we've dug for ourselves. One day, 
the Syrian leader will get off the 
fence and take our advice and 
Yitzhak Rabin's declarations at 
foce value - and then we'll be in 1 
trouble! 1 

Even those who want peace 
with Syria and are ready for an 
extensive and painful territorial 
compromise on the Golan - in¬ 
cluding relocating settlements - 
are finding it hard to go along with 
what has been happening to our 
negotiating positions in recent 
months. 

Most worrying is the change in 
Rabin's stand on the depth of 
withdrawal from the Golan. Origi¬ 
nally. he went to the electorate on 
a platform of “withdrawal on the 
Golan.” Now, he's talking about a 
willingness for total withdrawal. 
He has even indicated this in pub¬ 
lic - handing Assad our main bar¬ 
gaining card before direct, sub¬ 
stantive negotiations are opened. 

No wonder Assad isn't hunying 
to meet with Rabin. Such a meet¬ 
ing could stop the flow of gifts he's 
been getting through unilateral Is¬ 
raeli concessions. ' 

Yet the mistakes Israel is mak¬ 
ing in the way it is conducting the 
talks pale in comparison with its 
strategy. One might believe the 
Syrian president when he says he 
will honor a signed peace pact 
with Israel. But what happens af¬ 
ter he dies? 

A regime dominated by extrem¬ 
ist Islamic elements is likely to 
arise. Iran has close relations with 
Damascus and, like Iraq, will not 
be party to the agreement. So Is¬ 
rael's coming down from the Go¬ 
lan - even in exchange for full 
peace - would create a potential 
existential threat to the settle¬ 
ments east of the Kinneret. to the 
hilly Jordan River sector, to the 
villages in the Hula Valley, and to 
Kiryat Shmona and Metulla. 

An IDF withdrawal would en¬ 
able the Syrians to do as they 
wished with the sources of the Jor¬ 
dan and the streams feeding the 
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Sea of Galilee. Recently they stole 
water from Jordan, damming the 
Hikwat Reservoir on the Yarmuk 
without batting an eyelid. Why 
should they behave any differently 
toward us? 

It is the Syrians’ mobile artilleiy 
and tanks which pose a danger to 


tian armored force would have to 
ford the Suez Canal and travel 
more than 100 kilometers to reach 
our border. 

Assad will never agree to so 
substantial a demilitarization, one 
that would leave the Damascus 
basin exposed, without armored

our villages and give the Syrians 
the power to do as they please 
with our water sources. 

Even if the Golan were demili¬ 
tarized, Syrian artillery and tanks 
would still be within 10-15 hours' 
travel time from the perimeter of 
the plateau. Syria alone today has 
more tanks than the IDF. And 
among them, the proportion of 
the most modem models is con¬ 
stantly growing. 

Their mobile artillery, acquired 
in recent years, could accompany 
the tanks and be emplaced on the 
same battle line. No American or 
even Israeli warning post on the 
Heights could stop that massive 
force moving out of its permanent 
bases. No Israeli armored divi¬ 
sions. not even regular units, 
would succeed in reaching the 
area and climbing the Heights to 
block it. 

RABIN IS right when he says that 
what will defend the villages of the 
Hula Valley are Israeli tanks and 
planes - but our tanks simply 
won’t be there. And if the Syrians 
decided to launch a night attack, 
the Air Force wouldn't be able to 
counter them with foil force. 

There were similar fears before 
the peace with Egypt, but Anwar 
Sadat’s agreement to demilitarize 
almost all of the Sinai solved that 
problem. Today, the main Egyp- 


units protecting his regime. And 
this is quite apart from the Syrian 
armored divisions srationed in 
Lebanon. 

Assad's purpose, none too con¬ 
cealed, is to get what the Egyptian 
president got by making peace 
with Israel - but without paying 
fair compensation. What he wants 
is not a compromise agreer ent, 
but an Israeli surrender through 
American mediation. From his 
viewpoint, that's legitimate. 

But the moment has come for us 
to stop constantly analyzing his 
negotiating tactics and look in¬ 
ward. If we do this, we shall dis¬ 
cover that our basic assumptions 
in talks with the Syrians are found¬ 
ed on faulty reasoning and on Ra¬ 
bin's low evaluation of the Israeli 
public's staying power. 

During the Scud attacks in the 
Gulf war. the prime minister was 
deeply shocked by the behavior of 
some of the population in “Zone 
A”. He fears that a change in the 
country’s security situation could 
lead to a mass exodus. He is there¬ 
fore trying - at almost any price - 
to get immunity for Tel Aviv and 
Haifa from Syrian Scuds, and im¬ 
munity for the people of Kiryat 
Shmona from Hizbullah Katyusha 
rockets. 

This is the wrong approach. The 
Scuds (so long as Syria’s missiles 
have no atomic warheads) do not 


represent an existential threat to 
Israel - bur the Syrian tanks do. 
Also mistaken is the belief that if 
no breakthrough is achieved this 
year, the US and Israel will go into 
election years and concessions will 
be impossible. We would there¬ 
fore lose the peace because the 
Likud would win at the polls. 

Firstly. Rabin will suffer no 
electoral harm if he stands firm on 
our security interests vis-a-vis Syr¬ 
ia - on the contrary. And second¬ 
ly, u freeze in negotiations (with a 
tiny chance of war) is preferable to 
a bad agreement that endangers 
our long-term security interests. 

Another serious mistake is con¬ 
ducting indirect negotiations with 
Assad through the Americans. If 
the Syrian president isn't ready to 
talk directly to us. why should we 
trust his peaceful intentions? 

Everyone knows the direct talks 
held in Washington were, at best, 
a harmless farce. But facing our 
American benefactors, we are, by 
the nature of things, in a weak 
position - and Assad benefiting 
from gestures intended for Presi¬ 
dent Clinton. 

The administration's MiddN 
East team, led by Dennis Ross 
and Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher, is weak. incapable of 
extracting anything but marginal 
gestures toward us from the stub¬ 
born Syrian leader. For real con¬ 
cessions. Assad expects payment 
in American currency (removing 
Syria from the lists of states spon¬ 
soring terrorism and drug- 
trafficking). 

The Americans are also incapa¬ 
ble of giving us the kind of security 
provided by Israeli tanks on the 
Golan. 

Any way one looks at it. con¬ 
ducting negotiations through the 
Americans is a fatal error. It 
would be far better to wait for 
Assad to enter into direct talks 
with us. And if we can prove as 
determined and decisive as he is. 
we shall gain from that too.

THE autonomy agreement will 
cost local industrial firms $1.4 bil¬ 
lion, or 4% of total sales, accord¬ 
ing to a Manufacturers Associa¬ 
tion survey published yesterday. 

The 370 firm survey - conduct¬ 
ed during October-November - 
reveals that about 36% of the 
country's firms will suffer as 
a result of competition arising 
from the implementation of 
autonomy. 

Manufacturers Association di¬ 
rector-general Yoram Blizovsky 
emphasized that production costs 
are lower in the territories because 
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of cheaper labor costs and fewer 
health and environmental 
regulations. 

According to the survey, local 
industty forecasts a small growth 
in exports to the autonomous ar¬ 
eas. Approximately 30% of total 
exports to the territories will con¬ 
sist of food and beverages, about 
20% construction and building 
materials, 15% metal goods. 10% 
chemical products, and 10% tex¬ 
tiles and clothing. 

“Industrial sales are expected to 


fall SSOOm. in net terms over the 
next three years. The decrease re¬ 
flects a SI.5b. drop in local market 
sales and a S700m. rise in exports 
to the autonomous region." said 
the survey. 

The survey shows that 74% of 
the firms questioned forecast com¬ 
pering firms will be established in 
the autonomy within three years. 
About 22% expect competing 
firms to start operating within a 
year. Blizovsky said textile and 
food plants will be established be¬ 


fore chemical, metal, rubber, and 
plastic factories. 

Approximately 85% of the re¬ 
spondents said they are interested 
in cooperation agreements with 
investors in the autonomous ar¬ 
eas. 

The rubber and plastics indusrry 
expressed the highest enthusiasm 
for such agreements. 

According to the survey, the fall 
in sales resulting from autonomy is 
likely to lead to the lay-off of 
9,000 workers. The textile”and in¬ 
dustrial building products fields 
will be the hardest hit.

Mixed reviews for Clinton’s dollar rescue 


WASHINGTON CAP) - The Clinton adminis¬ 
tration's defense of the dollar in foreign cur¬ 
rency markets is drawing less than universal 
praise. 

A chief congressional critic called it a “risky 
sideshow" that will only waste taxpayers’ mon¬ 
ey, while some private economists questioned 
whether the action was justified, given the 
soaring US trade deficit. 

The administration, of course, saw things 
differently. It defended its dollar rescue effort 
as a necessary warning to currency traders not 
to undervalue the greenback. 

“These operations reflect our view that re¬ 
cent movements in exchange markets have 
gone beyond what is justified by economic 
frindamcntais," Treasury Secretary Lloyd 
Bentsen said in announcing the joint interven¬ 
tion on Wednesday. 

The Federal Reserve and the central banks 
of 15 other nations joined to support the dollar 
in the biggest coordinated effort of its type 
since August 1992. The US currency has been 
threatening to break through a post-World 
War II low against the Japanese yen and a six- 
month low against the German mark. 

The effort was an initial success, with the 
dollar strengthening further yesterday after re¬ 
ceiving an initial boost on Wednesday. 

In mid-morning trading in New York, one 
dollar was buying 1.6667 German marks, high¬ 
er than its closing price of 1.6535 in New York 
on Wednesday. The dollar was being quoted at 
102.80 yen. up from a close of 101.85 yen in 
New York Wednesday. 

A seuior Treasury official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said the administra¬ 
tion wanted to drive home the point that it 
believed the dollar's recent weakness “has 
been excessive in light of the fundamentals of 
recovery.low inflation and prudent fiscal and 
monetary policies" being followed in the Unit¬ 
ed'States. 

But Rep. James Leach, an Iowa Republican, 
branded the intervention, in which the Fed and

other central banks sold other currencies and 
bought dollars, a “risky sideshow'* because 
“any effect is likely to be short-term: houltf; 
days, perhaps weeks.” 

Leach said that with more than SSSO billion 
in currencies traded daily around the world, 
the market has become too large to be influ¬ 


enced for long by the limited interventions 
governments can make, even when acting 
together. 

“A review of the futile efforts of the British 
and French to prop up the pound and the franc 
in 1992 and 1993 indicates that, in what 
amounted to a high-stakes poker game, the 
only losers were the taxpayers of Britain and 
France." said Leach, the ranking Republican 
on the House banking committee. 

Many private economists agreed with Leach, 
saying the dollar will undoubtedly come under 
further downward pressure, unless there are 
changes in other economic fundamentals. 

Some predicted that the Federal Reserve, 
which has already boosted short-term interest 
rates three times since February, will be forced 
to move again soon in an effort to defend the 
dollar. Raising interest rates is another way a 
country has to support the valug. of its 
currency. 

Bentsen's public comments and the coordi¬ 
nated intervention were aimed at counteract¬ 
ing a widely held perception among currency 
traders that the Clinton administration secretly 
wanted the dollar to fall further as a way of 
narrowing America's huge trade deficit with 
Japan. 

By making Japanese goods more expensive 
for Americans and US products cheaper in 
Japan, a weaker dollar and a stronger yen 
should, over time, narrow the huge trade im¬ 
balance between the two nationsT 

C. Fred Bergsten, head of the Institute of 
International Economics, a Washington-based 
research group, faulted the administration for 
switching gears. 

He said US officials should have let the 
markets continue to put downward pressure on 
the dollar; as a way of addre&lng America's 
trade gap.! ’: " \ 

Other economists, however, complained 
that markets were still confused about Clinton 
administration policy, given continued tough 
talk about Japan's trade barriers. 


A JOINT Treasu/y-AgricuJture 
Ministry committee will issue rec¬ 
ommendations in a week for com¬ 
pensating vegetable growers from 
autonomy-related damages, the 
Agriculture Ministry reported 
yesterday. 

Finance Minister Avraham Sho- 
hat promised to Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Ya'acov Tsur that vegetable 
growers will not pay the price of 
the autonomy agreement and will 
be compensated for the damage it 
imposes on them.

Tsur presented Shohat with a 
plan to protect the growers which 
will compensate them for 20 per¬ 
cent of their production costs, 
whether they continue growing 
crops or not. In this way, said 
Tsur. surpluses will shrink and the 
growers will be compensated for 
the expected drop in prices as 
cheaper goods from the territories 
enter the market. The estimated 
cost of the plan is NIS 500 million 
over five years. 

Shohat has previously rejected 
Tsur's program, saying the cost, 
was too high. Yesterday, he again' 
refused to commit himself to the 
program pending the joint com-' 
mittee's review of the actual dam¬ 
ages the growers are expected to 
incur. 

Both poultry and vegetable 
growers are expected to be hard 
hit by the flow of cheap produce 
from Gaza, despite the quotas im¬ 
posed by the economic agreement 
with the Palestinians, according to 
Tsur. 

Growers have already suffered 
a 25% drop in profits in the past 
year due to higher labor costs as a 
result of the closure and' large 
surpluses.

PRICES continued to slide yester¬ 
day. The Two-Sided Index de¬ 
clined by 1%. the Maof by 1.03%. 
and the Karam by 1.6%. Turnover 
was low at NIS 185 million. 

The provident funds are clearlv 
staving out of the market - wheth¬ 
er by choice or necessity is not 
clear. There arc reports the funds 
are facing small redemptions, and 
they seem to be reassessing their 
evaluations of the basic trends in 
the economy. Similarly, mutual 
binds are strictly on the defensive, 
as the public seems to be staying 
away from them. 

Bank of Israel Governor Jacob 
Frenkel’s statement to the Knesset 
finance committee that a reduc¬ 
tion in interest rates is out of the 
question is being digested by the 
investing public. In fact, he re¬ 
vealed that the underlying infla¬ 
tion rate has been rising in recent 
months. He also mentioned the 
sharp rises in public sector wages, 
which might spill onto the private 
sector as they have c»ften done in 
the past. The wage inflation might 
also reinforce demand pressures. 


which seem to be awakening. 

Furthermore, fhe present stag¬ 
nation of the stock market is creat¬ 
ing a vicious circle: The decline in 
share prices will reduce profits of 
many listed companies, which had 
effectively become investment 
companies. The decline in share 
prices will actually reduce the 
profits during the first quarter of 
1993. Add to this the many firms 
which posted lower profitability 
during the last quarter of 1993 and 
that this decline might spill over to 
the first quarter of 1994. and the 
result is nervous investors. 

Koor continued to decline (- 
1%). as did JEC 1-3% >. Dead Sea 
Works (-2.5%). Kitan (-2.8%). 
Evergreen (-5%). AlPM (-3%). 
Shekem (-3.6%). and Peridase (- 
3%). Teva dropped 1.8% after a 
similar decline in New York on 
Wednesday.

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LONDON (Reuter) - UK shares 
firmed strongly as gilts and index 
futures bounced, but traders said 
the FTSE 100 was unlikely to 
break out of its trading range in 
the near term. 

The FTSE 100 moved back 
above the psychological 3,100 lev¬ 
el. closing up 35.5 at 3.106.0, just 
off the day’s high of 3.106.3. 

Strategists said the market re¬ 
mains mainly driven by outside in¬ 
fluences such as gilts and Wall 
Street. They said the results of lo¬ 
cal elections today, in which Prime 
Minister John Major’s Conserva¬ 
tives were expected to do badly, 
were unlikely to have much lasting 
impact on the market tomorrow. 

Strong results from BP contrib¬ 
uted to the gains. 

FRANKFURT - German shares 
finished lacklustre floor trade low¬ 
er yesterday, dealers said. 

Prices then picked up slightly in 
post-bourse trade as players 
bought back stock in a wave of 
short-covering. 

Dealers said the market was suf¬ 
fering from a lack of fresh incen¬ 
tives. and investor interest was 
very low. 

Uncertainty in the foreign ex¬ 
change markets following 
Wednesday’s massive intervention 
to shore up the ailing dollar was 
making the bourse wary, dealers 
said. 

The 30-share DAX index ended 


13.18 points lower at 2,235.84. 
0.59 percent lower than Wednes¬ 
day. but up from from an intraday 
low of 2.226.65. In post-bourse 
trade bv 1545 GMT. the index rose 
to 22.45.61. 

The June DAX futures contract 
closed up seven points at 2.258.0. 

The fact that the DAX regained 
its 2.230 level and held above it in 
later trade viewed as positive sign. 
The index was seen trapped in 
2.200/2,280 range, and hostage to 
the bond market. 

Shares in airline Lufthansa were 
15.50 marks lower 3t 207.50 on 
profit-taking after the government 
unveiled plans the day before 
which cleared the path to privati¬ 
zation. 

PARIS - French shares ended a 
moderately active day higher, 
boosted by a 10 basis points cut in 
the French intervention rate to 
5.60 percent.

Dow Jones closes mixed 


WALL STREET REPORT 


NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks fin¬ 
ished yesterday's session on a 
mixed note, as a flurry of selling 
near the close pushed the Dow 
Jones industrial average barely 
into negative territory, erasing 
modest gains. 

Trading was very quiet ahead of 
today’s release of April employ¬ 
ment data. 

Slocks were supported through 
most of the session by a firmer 
bond market, where the bench¬ 
mark 30-year US government 
bond was up $1.50 per SI .000 face 
value and yielding 7.31 percent. 

Wall Street analysis expect Fri¬ 
day's report to show that unem¬ 
ployment remained steady at 
6.5%. and that nonfarm payrolls 
rose by just under 200.000. If the 
numbers show that more people 
are working than expected, it 
could be interpreted as potentially 
inflationary and drive bond and 
stock prices lower, traders and an¬ 
alysts said. 

Bonds rose early in the day in 
response to a Labor Department 
report saying first-time stale un¬ 
employment claims rose by 17,000 
last week, much more than most 
economists had expected. Traders 
viewed the number as a positive 
harbinger for Friday's jobs report. 
A rise in joblessness could ease the 
market’s fear of an upward pres¬ 
sure on wages, a key component of 


inflation. 

The markets shrugged off an-* 
other Labor Department report* 
showing that productivity rose just* 
0.5% in the first quarter, the. 
weakest improvement in nearly a ' p 
year. Any potential gains in the> 
bond market from that number' 
were cancelled out by a portion ofi 
ihe report that said unit labor costs,' 
had shot up to a three-year high. 

The nation's big retailers report-, 
ed Thursday they had weak sales; 
for the month of April, but indus¬ 
try analysts said the results partly' 
reflected the early arrival of Easter. 
and that consumers are still in a 
shopping mood. 

Utilities stocks fell amid fears, 
that an interest-rate tightening by ( 
the Fed would raise operating- 
costs for utility companies, which’, 
tend to borrow heavily in the capi¬ 
tal markets for large-scale con-‘ 
struction projects. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age fell 1.78 to 3.695.97. 

Declining issues outnumbered’ 1 
advancers by 1.091 to 1.017 on the" 
New York Stock Exchange, with 
671 unchanged.

Brazil (AP) - Bd- 
zilians bid farewell yesterday to 
Ayrton Senna, a national hero and 
a world champion whose death 
sent shock waves and recrimina¬ 
tions throughout the world of auto 
racing. 

Senna, 34, a three-time Formula 
One driving champion, died of 
multiple head injuries when his 
Williams-RenauJt slammed into a 
concrete wall at nearly ISO mpb 
early in Sunday’s San Marino 
Grand Prix at Imola, Italy. 

While investigators sifted 
through the wreckage in Italy, the 
International Automobile Federa¬ 
tion held an emergency meeting as 
the world governing body of racing 
began what promises to be a 
lengthy investigation.

40 years 
ago this week, he became the first hu¬ 
man co run a mile in less than four 
minutes- 

Joining him in tribute were Jim Ryun, 
Sebastian Coe, Steve Ovett. Peter Snell, 
Herb Elliott, current world record-hold- 
?r Npdreddine Morceli. Michael Jazy. 
filbert Bayi, John Walker and Steve 
Cram.-:,.. . . . 

Landy, an Australian, went along too. 
pexfaapg with a tittle less reason to cele¬ 
brate. -‘After all,” he said, “I’m only 
remembered for being the second man 


Bannister reflects (Hi historic run, Landy challenge 


to do it.” 

Bannister's incentives for the record- 
breaking run were that he missed win-: 
ding a medal in the 1,500 meters in the 
1952 Olympics, and soon his life would 
be consumed in the grinding demands of 
a medical career. 

On May 6, 1954, Bannister clocked 
three minutes. 59.4 seconds- It made 
him a 20th-century celebrity, right up 
there with Charles Lindbergh and Ed¬ 
mund Hillary. 

At the end of the year, Bannister quit, 
at age 25. 

The record has since been lowered to 
3:44.39 by Algeria's Morceli. 

Sir Roger Bannister, neurosurgeon 
and editor of “Brain and Bannister's 
Clinical Neurology" and another text¬ 
book called “Autonomic Failure,” for¬ 
mer chairman of Britain's Sports Coun¬ 
cil. has recently retired as master of 
Pembroke College, Oxford. 

Athletics offered relief from the drea¬ 
riness and austerity of a country still 
recovering from World War II. Few 
could travel because of currency restric¬ 


tions but as .a runner, Bannister visited 
Germany, New Zealand and the US. 

“If things had gone according to plan, 
I would have retired in 1952, because I 
had set my heart redly on trying to get a 
gold medal in the Olympic games in the 
1.500 meters. 

“But my plans went awry, which is 
always a very valuable lesson in life../’ 

His half-hour workonts hadn’t pre¬ 
pared him to run heats, semifinals and 
finals on consecutive days. 

“When I got to the last corner in the 
final, absolutely in the right place, just 
on the shoulder of the leaders, ready to 
sprint, which I had always been able to 
do before, I suddenly found that I 
couldn’t sprint. 

“A great surprise to me, very 
disconcerting...” 

Round numbers have their own mag¬ 
ic. and 4:00.0 had loomed larger with 
every passing year. 

“Gundar Hagg held the world record, 
and the fact that h stuck for nine years 
was used as an argument for some peo¬ 
ple to say, well, there has to be a barrier 


somewhere. Maybe this is the barrier." 
Bannister said. 

Landy was coming to Scandinavia that 
summer aiming at the record, so Bannis¬ 
ter planned to strike in ihe season's first 
meet, the Amateur Athletic Association 
vs. Oxford University on May 6. 

Only when the wind calmed close to 
starting time did Bannister deride to go 
for it. 

With Chris Brasher setting the pace, 
they ran a lap in 57.5. then 60.7 - 1:58.2 
for the half mile. Chris Chataway. a 
distance specialist, paced a third lap of 
62.3 - 3:00.4 - and the chase was on. 

Brasher remembers the crowd being 
all over the track by the rime he finished. 
The public address announcer called out 
every record that had been broken, from 
the Iffley Road mark to the world re¬ 
cord. before giving the time. 

“THREE ....” 

The rest. Brasher remembered, was 
drowned in pandemonium. 

The sensational record, so long be¬ 
yond reach, would stand just 46 days. 

Chataway accepted an invitation to 


run against Landv in Turku. Finland on 
June 21. In “First Four Minutes,” his 
memoir published in 1955. Bannister 
said he was "a little upset" by the 
thought that his pacemaker might bring 
out Landy‘s best. 

With Chataway trailing all the way. 
Landy clocked 3:58.0. 

"Seeing Chris on his heels (Landy) 
took fright as he had never done during 
his solo runs. Almost for the first time, 
under the stimulus of real competition, 
he unleased a tremendous finish," Ban¬ 
nister wrote. 

Landy and Bannister met August 9 in 
the ' Miracle Mile" at the Empire 
Games in Vancouver. Canada. 

“I only ran five races that year, but the 
race before the Empire Games was the 
British championships and I ran a last 
quarter in 52 to make him (Landy) real¬ 
ize that unless he led. he didn't have a 
chance of winning." Bannister said. 

Always a front-runner. Landy set a 
hot pace, leading by as much as 15 yards 
before Bannister caught up as the bell 
rang for the final lap. 


“Around the last bend, I think the 
crowd was making so much noise he 
couldn't hear whether I was behind, or 
whether he'd dropped me. and he 
looked over his left shoulder, and I 
passed him on his right shoulder." Ban¬ 
nister said, relishing the recollection. 

“It was a coincidence of events, a rath¬ 
er strange coincidence, that in that Sp'U 
second he was looking left, I decided .3 
overtake. When he looked to the front, I 
had already seized a minor advantage of 
suprise, but he did not then attack." 

Bannister ran the race of his life, 
3:58.8. Landy became the first man to 
break four minutes and lose a race. 

Bannister's brilliant summer ended 
with victory in the European Champion¬ 
ship in the 1,500 meters, in a games 
record of 3:43.8. 

As Bannister remembered those last 
races, there was a flash of the competi¬ 
tive intensity that once drove him. 
'They settled the question of whether, 
at that particular time. I was able to cope 
with the various opposition." he said. 

He has long believed that 3:30 is possi¬ 
ble. but doesn’t expect those big zeroes 
to ever come around again: “The human 
race, without genetic experimentation, 
will not break three minutes.”

Haberfeld says 
Ramon on verge 
of deal 
with Likud

HISTADRUT Secretary-Generai 
Haim Haberfeld threw a bomb¬ 
shell yesterday when he an¬ 
nounced that MK Haim Ramon, 
head of the Ramon-Meretz-Shas 
list, is on the verge of signing a 
coalition agreement with the Li¬ 
kud. 

Ramon denied the charge, call¬ 
ing it “another crude lie in Labor's 
series of lies and attacks. Haber¬ 
feld is refusing to take notice of 
the principles we set down, that 
after the elections we would first 
approach Labor for a coalition. 
Labor and the Likud have stopped 
attacking each other and are both 
attacking us. This cannot be 
accidental/' 

Haberfeld shocked Labor minis¬ 
ters and MKs at a Political Bureau 
meeting, when he told them that 
Ramon and MK Ya'acov Shamai, 
head of the Likud list, are in ad¬ 
vanced negotiations and intend to 
sign the agreement on Monday, a 
day before the Histadrut elections. 

“I have in my possession proto¬ 
cols indicating that Ramon and the 
Likud list leaders are engaged in 


intensive negotiations for a coali¬ 
tion agreement and have reached 
almost complete understanding on 
most issues," Haberfeld said. 

Haberfeld assured the stunned 
bureau members that his state¬ 
ment was not a gimmick, that his 
sources are reliable, and that be 
took full responsibility for what he 
said. He has called a press confer¬ 
ence for Sunday to give details he 
has concerning Ramon’s alleged 
negotiations with the Likud. 

The Joint (Jewish-Arab) List 
yesterday reiterated its position 
objecting to the Likud's getting 
any foothold in the Histadrut. 
Spokesman Adam Keller said the 
list regards itself as instrumental in 
forming a preventive bloc against 
the Likud and is prepared to con¬ 
sider forming a coalition with ei¬ 
ther Labor or Ramon. 

The list has been approached by 
both Haberfeld and the Ramon list 
to probe the possibility of a coali¬ 
tion after the elections, but list 
head Binyamin Gonen said it 
would discuss that only after the 
election results are in. 



THE Association of Social Work¬ 
ers last night met with the Trea¬ 
sury’s assistant wage director. Yu- 
val Raklevsky. and began 
negotiations on a proposed wage 
increase in an attempt to end their 
16-day strike. 

Earlier in the day the social 
workers met with other Treasury 
officials and their major employer, 
the Union of Local Authorities, 
■ and discussed their work schedule.

About 300 of the 9,000 striking 
social workers demonstrated in 
Tel Aviv outside Labor Party 
headquarters. 

The union said the Treasury is 
offering a 19.2% wage increase 
over the next four years. In return, 
the union must commit itself not to 
hold sanctions over wages. 

After their strike last year, so¬ 
cial workers said they had initialed 


an accord that left far too many 
details open, such as just how 
much would be paid to each grade 
and when. Burned by that experi¬ 
ence, the union has resisted ap¬ 
peals to stop the strike until the 
wage issue is resolved. 

The social workers said that the 
seemingly handsome increase of 
19.2% works out in real terms to a 
10% wage rise spread over four 
years, which they reject as “totally 
unacceptable.' 1

A NEW wage agreement covering 
spokesmen in the public sector was 
signed yesterday between the As¬ 
sociation of Journalists in the Pub¬ 
lic Sector and the Histadrut. and 
the government and public 
employers. 

The agreement, which covers 
the years 1993-1996. is similar to 
the one recently signed with the 
academics, engineers, and practi¬ 
cal engineers in the public sector. 
It includes the addition of three 
upper salary grades. 


THE Likud Histadrut list yester¬ 
day asked Tel Aviv District Court 
to order MK Haim Ramon to re¬ 
veal the details of his agreements 
with the Citizens Rights Move¬ 
ment, Mapam, and Shas. 

The Likud claimed there is sus¬ 
picion that'thc agreements include 
financial deals and promises per¬ 
taining to appointments. 

The petition said that the Su¬ 
preme Court has ruled that lists 
must reveal political and financial 
agreements made prior to elec- 
tions.-Shss leaders, it. noted, have 
stated that the reason they joined 
Ramon is that he would keep his 
promises. This indicates that 
promises and deals have been 
made, Likud sources said, and the 
question is, how much money and 
what positions has he promised. 

The leaders of the Ramon-Mer- 
etz list refused yesterday to reveal 
the terms of the agreement with 
Shas. Meretz sources admitted 
there is still no signed agreement, 
but said that, at any rate, it is not 
for publication. 

n::! tha* th-?re are 
two agreements: a signed agree¬ 
ment between Ramon and Mer¬ 
etz, which is not for publication, 
and an as yet unsigned agreement 
between Ramon-Meretz and Shas. 

The sources insisted that the 


agreement with Shas would be 
signed by last night, adding "no¬ 
body knows what's in it, because it 
hasn’t been signed yet.” 

Ramon commented that his list 
would be willing to present all the 
agreements and its budget, as long 
as all the other lists do the same. 
The budget, he said, is about 
NIS 13-NIS 14 million, much low¬ 
er that Labor's or the Likud's, 
which are estimated at NIS 40- 
NIS 50 each. 

Labor and Likud sources won¬ 
dered yesterday-how, much, of. the 
NIS 1 million the Ramon-Meretz 
list has allocated to Shas's Yom 
Leyom, as part of the agreement 
with Shas, would end up in the 
pocket of Shas leader MK Aryeh 
Deri. Deri is the newspaper's 
council resident. They noted that 
according to Deri's report of addi¬ 
tional income (outside his wages as 
an MK) for 1993, he received 
NIS 56,000 from Yom Leyom for 
“car (NIS 3.000 a month) and of¬ 
fice expenses (NIS 20,000)." 
him adds: 

Last night 15 leading Sepharadi 
rabbis and yeshiva heads signed a 
manifesto opposing a joint Mer- 
etz-Shas list, on the grounds it 
would violate a rabbinical ruling 
against a religious party joining 
with the left.

Social workers begin talks with 
Treasury to end strike 


Arab local 
councils to 
strike today 

THE 53 Arab local authorities are 
to begin a strike this morning to 
protest the lack of a solution to 
their continuing financial crisis. 

According to the leadership of 
their coordinating committee, the 
Arab councils have an accumulat¬ 
ed joint deficit of some NIS 280 
milli on, and it has been growing 
over the last several years. Thus", 
the councils are unable to provide 
full services to residents, and 
workers in several councils have 
gone unpaid for months. 

The strike will bring all council 
services to a halt. 

According to Hussein Suleiman, 
head of the MashTiad council in 
the Nazareth area, as of Tuesday 
the educational system in the Arab 
community will also strike for one 
day. to demonstrate solidarity, 
keeping some 300,000 pupils out 
of class. 

Arab citizens will also be asked 
to stay home from work on 
Tuesday 

According to Suleiman, Trea¬ 
sury and Interior Ministry offi¬ 
cials. at a recent meeting with 
Arab council heads, summarily re¬ 
jected a request that one-third of 
the deficit be covered immediate¬ 
ly. (Itim)

P ALESTINIANS were suf¬ 
fering from a kind of morn¬ 
ing-after anxiety even before 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
signed the Cairo agreement on 
Wednesday. 

Apart from knowing that 1,500 
policemen were to take over key 
positions in the Palestine National 
Authority, few other matters 
seemed settled. 

The names of senior security of¬ 
ficials Abdul-Razek Majaideh, 
Nasser Yusef, Mohammed Dah- 
lan, Jibril Rajoub and Ziad Arif 
are known, but no one knows for 
sure who will control most of the 
other top jobs. 

Eyad Sarraj, a psychiatrist in 
charge of the Palestinian Mental 
Health Center in Gaza, predicted 
that there will be. less excitement 
than there had been during the 
Madrid conference or even the 
Oslo agreement. 

“People are apprehensive too. 
They don't know what they are 
heading toward. They don’t know 
if they will work [have jobs].*’ 
Who will run the schools, sup¬ 
ply medicines to hospitals and col¬ 
lect the garbage? Will there be 
income tax? More basic still, does 
anyone know where the govern¬ 
ment will operate from? 

The answers to those questions 
have been postponed by up to four 
weeks, at Yasser Arafat's request 
on Wednesday. 

“We are anxious to know more 
and more, from our leadership,'* 
said Riyad Khoudary, president of 
A1 Azbar University in Gaza City. 

If anyone knows, he should. 
Khoudary served as head of the 
Palestinian team to the multilater¬ 
al talks on water in Oman and is 
the Gaza bead of the technical 
committees designated .to learn 
everything there is to know about 
the administration of the Gaza 
Strip and Jericho. 

Palestinian administrators 
blame the Civil Administration 
for not giving them the informa¬ 
tion they.needed to function. 

“There are issues which we 
have to discuss with our Israeli 
counterparts. But they have told 


us they are not willing to do so 
until the peace treaty b signed." 
said Dr. Rafik Husseini, who to¬ 
gether with another physician in 
Gaza, Riyad Zanoun, is joint di¬ 
rector of the Palestinian council 
on health. 

Maj. Elise Shazar, spokeswom¬ 
an of the Civil Administration, 
says the Palestinians are to blame. 

“We cannot have contacts just 
because someone says he is in 
charge. We deliver information at 
the request of our negotiating 
partners. What b not officially co¬ 
ordinated by the delegation b not 
accepted. TTiere will be no addi¬ 
tional channels of 
communication.'’ 

Shazar's statements receive in¬ 
direct support from Ghassan Kha- 
tib, a former negotiator who came 
out against the Cairo agreement. 

“The- technical committees 
were not .given proper attention 
from the Palestinian leadership, 
and the link was not smooth." 

BEFORE ISRAEL signed the 
agreement with the PLO on Sep¬ 
tember 13, the contacts with the 
Civil Administration were mini¬ 
mal, administration sources say. 
The PLO had an interest in show¬ 
ing that without its foil participa¬ 
tion, nothing moved. Now the rea¬ 
sons appear to be connected only 
to competition inside the Palestin¬ 
ian camp. 

The extent of the tension be¬ 
tween local Palestinians and out¬ 
side Palestinians who will make up 
half of the Palestinian Interim 
Self-Governing Authority and po¬ 
lice force may well increase. But, 
Khatib says, Arafat has beaten 
down opponents by winning US 
and Israeli support in return for 
concessions. ^ . . . .

The problems which require co¬ 
ordination with Israel concern re¬ 
ferring patients from Gaza and 
Jericho to hospitals outside (he 
area of autonomy or to Israel.

Different departments have dif¬ 
ferent transition problems. Edu¬ 
cation is considered simple, since 
Palestinians ran their own schools 
and the Civil Administration's 
education department head was 
an Arab, usually a Druse officer. 

Housing is a top priority, politi¬ 
cally and economically, to relieve 
congestion in refugee’ camps and 
to provide mass employment. 

Municipal affairs in Ga 2 a City 
are a political minefield. They are 
to be run by Mansour Shaw a. a 
PLO appointee opposed by Ha¬ 
mas and many others who demand 
elections, according to Ibrahim 
Yazuri. an Islamic notable linked 
to Hamas. 

The major issue will be tax¬ 
ation. because this will be the fuel 
for every department and will dic¬ 
tate how much of the Palestinian 
economy will depend on foreign 
aid. 

Palestinians were not involved 
in tax collection under Israeli rule, 
and many Palestinians say that 
whar they considered overtaxation 
by the Israelis contributed to the 
intifada. Many Palestinians are 
hoping for a tax holiday for a year 
or two. 


Ahmed Korei (Abu Alla), who 
conducted the economic talks in 
Paris, says “there will be no no tax 
holiday.*’ The only tax so far is a 
value-added lax of 15 percent to 
appease Israel’s demand for parity 
and Israel's reported agreement to 
refund 75 percent of income tax 
charged to Palestinian workers in 
Israel. 

“The PLO intention is to re¬ 
sume tax collection immediately, 
once the computer software is 
transferred, as it must he accord¬ 
ing to the Cairo agreement.” said 
Mohammed Shteveh. an econo¬ 
mist working for PECDAR. the 
Palestinian Economic Council for 
Development and Rehabilitation. 

The computer software is vital 
not only for assessing the tax li¬ 
ability of every Palestinian, but 
also for estimating the population, 
without which elections and eco¬ 
nomic development will be ham¬ 
pered. Palestinian estimates of 2.3 
million are 20 percent higher than 
Israeli estimates. 

A powerful incentive to devel¬ 
opment will be the World Bank's 
agreement to pass along SI.2 bil¬ 
lion for the development of infra¬ 
structure and utilities, on condi¬ 
tion that the Palestinian authority 
establishes an organized mecha¬ 
nism to accountability. Dozens of 
planned projects from desalina¬ 
tion plants to TV stations depend 
on these funds.

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Israel threw caution to the winds 
when it signed an agreement that 
doesn’t include real guarantees 
by the PLO, Dore Gold writes 


T HE basic preconditions for 
the future Israel-PLO part¬ 
nership were underlined by 
Prime Minister Rabin during the 
Cairo signing ceremony of the 
Gaza-Jericho implementation 
agreement. 

“Without Israelis being assured 
security and the Palestinians being 
given new hope, the purpose of 
the agreement will not be ob¬ 
tained," he said. Security is clearly 
at the heart of the Rabin view of 
the Gaza-Jericho accord. But has 
he negotiated an agreement that 
has any chance of meeting bis own 
expectations? 

Evaluating the security arrange¬ 
ments created by this new agree¬ 
ment is far more complicated than 
any previous Israeli-Arab treaty. 
Generally, the adequacy of securi¬ 
ty arrangements are measured by 
the way they provide for Israel's 
defense in tbe event that the 
agreement breaks down. Were a 
hostile regime to rise to power in 
Egypt and decide'to dispatch sev¬ 
en divisions toward Israel, tbe Si¬ 
nai security arrangements that 
were put in place in 1982 would 
prove their value if they gave 
Israel tbe ability to adequately 
take counteractions in sufficient 
time. 

In contrast, the Gaza-Jericho 
security arrangements are not de¬ 
signed to give Israel a back-up 
security system, should the agree¬ 
ment fail. The Lengthy security un¬ 
derstandings reached in Cairo will 
work only if there is a high degree 
of Israeii-Palestinian cooperation. 
Israel does not have the right of 
“hot pursuit" against terrorists, 
past a limited number of meters 
from designated roads. Instead, 
Israel must turn to the Palesti¬ 
nian police to seize terrorist sus¬ 
pects. 

In many cases. Israel has no le¬ 
gal jurisdiction for trying Palestin¬ 
ians suspected of cross-border at¬ 
tack; they must be turned over to 
the Palestinian judiciary for trial. 
The deterrence of terrorism will 
be largely dependent on how the 
Palestinian court system responds 
to terrorist suspects that Israel: 
apprehends. ” ~ ;■ 

Israeli dependence on the Eal-.tf 
estinians for cooperation will be 
particularly acute, since the 
planned security fence for encir¬ 
cling the Gaza Strip is not expect¬ 
ed to be ready for a year and a 
half. 

The original Camp David Ac¬ 
cords envisioned the creation of a 
strong “local" police force that 
would be responsible for public 
order, while internal security and 
counter-terrorism would stay in 
the hands of Israel. The Oslo ac¬ 
cord of last September set the 
stage for the current agreement, 
when it dropped both the term 
"local" and the idea of limited 
Palestinian police powers. 

This change meant that now Is¬ 
rael will be dependent on building 
an effective system of cooperative 
security with the Palestinians, in¬ 
stead of having an option of uni¬ 
lateral security, as in the past. 

Will cooperative security work? 
Much will depend on how the Pal¬ 
estinians decide to advance their 
claims in the rest of the West 
Bank. 

Theoretically, the underlying 
assumption of the original Oslo 
accord was that the PLO had a 
basic incentive to cooperate with 
Israel to prevent terrorist attacks 
during this first phase, in order to 
obtain Israeli agreement to the 
further phases of Palestinian self- 
rule. 


But there are already early indi¬ 
cations that reality .will not follow 
this precise logic. The Palestinians 
have already made it clear that 
they cannot assume responsibility 
for anything that happens outside 
of Gaza and Jericho. Late last 
month, Sufiyan Abu-Zayda, one 
of the leaders of Fatah in Gaza, 
was cited, in Ma'ariv . as having 
announced at the Islamic Univer¬ 
sity in Gaza: “whoever thinks that 
the Palestinian police will try to 
prevent attacks outside of the bor¬ 
ders of the autonomy is making a 
bitter mistake." 

Additionally, reports of a grow¬ 
ing set of local understandings be¬ 
tween Fatah and Hamas have un¬ 
dercut earlier Israeli ideas that 
Arafat's men would fight Palestin¬ 
ian fundamentalists. Like the 
South Lebanese Army battles the 
Hizbullah. 

Cooperative security requires a 
virtual alliance between the PLO 
and Israel; but the PLO will clear¬ 
ly prefer to coordinate closely with 
Hamas, if that is the necessary 
means for averting civil war. The 
latter is a far greater threat to 
Fatah than Israel re-invading the 
Gaza Strip. 

Diplomatic subtleties will also 
affect the PLO’s calculations 
about how security will be kept. 
The original Oslo agreement left 
three months between the imple¬ 
mentation of Gaza-Jericho and 
Palestinian elections for a self-rule 
council in the rest of the West 
Bank. In the meantime, it pro¬ 
posed early empowerment of the 
Palestinians in five limited fields. 
While this was hardly an adequate 
test period for the Gaza-Jericho 
experiment, it at least broke 
down tbe implementation of Pal¬ 
estinian self-rule into two distinct 
stages. 

Since Oslo, important changes 
have occurred. First, after the He¬ 
bron massacre. Israel undertook 
to expand early-empowerment be¬ 
yond the five initiaj fields of self- 
rule; this appeared in the Cairo 
agreement that created the inter¬ 
national presence in Hebron. Sec- 
: ond, with, the just-signed Gaza- 
Jericho accord, Israel is about to 
'^begin early-empowerment discus¬ 
sions almost immediately. Thus, 
the Palestinians could obtain 
broadened self-rule in the West 
Bank without having to pass the 
test of Gaza-Jericho. 

Aisfat would prefer the expan¬ 
sion of his authority this way, so 
that he can avoid having to con¬ 
front Hamas and local Fatah activ¬ 
ists at the ballot box. But by giving 
the Palestinians expanded powers 
up front, without adequate phas¬ 
ing. the PLO will lose its incentive 
to prove itself to the Israeli public, 
especially in the sensitive security 
field. 

Moreover, the fact that the 
Gaza-Jericho negotiations contin¬ 
ued, despite PLO violations of 
Oslo, has led Arafat to understand 
that he faces no penalties when he 
doesn’t live up to his side of agree¬ 
ments - e.g. repealing the PLO 
Charter. 

The Rabin government left the 
Gaza Strip first, because the pub¬ 
lic overwhelmingly felt that con¬ 
tinuing presence there was intoler¬ 
able. This will be an important 
lesson for the Palestinians in the 
rest of the West Bank. In this 
sense Israel's security situation, 
after Gaza-Jericho, will largely 
depend on whether the Palestin¬ 
ians conclude that self-rule is 
something that Israel grams or is 
ultimately achieved only after it is 
seized.

The cleanup after the party

N OW that the party in Cairo 
is over. Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and his gov¬ 
ernment are getting ready to roil 
up their sleeves and start the next 
stage of negotiations with the 
PLO. 

The term Gaza/Jericho First, 
the subject of more than seven 
months of talks, is passe. The new 
buzzword is "“early 
empowerment.” 

Senior officials say the govern¬ 
ment is presenting the PLO with a 
choice; Use Gaza or Jericho as a 
base for terror, and Israel halts its 
withdrawal. The officials say qt 
least two ministers. Environment 
Minister Yossi Sand and Educa¬ 
tion Minister Amnon Rubinstein, 
have conveyed this to the 
Palestinians. 

Rabin, officials say, has report¬ 
ed the ultimatum to the US and 
Russia - the cosponsors of the 
Middle East peace talks - as well 
as to the European Union. 

“Many in the cabinet are scared 
of what will happen in the territo¬ 
ries.” Sarid said. “This is a period 
of testing, and we hope h will pass 
quickly.” 

At the same time, Israel is tell¬ 
ing Arafat that if he succeeds in 
quelling terrorism from Gaza and 
Jericho, the process will be accel¬ 
erated. The IDF withdrawal from 
the rest of the territories, officials 
say, would be negotiated even as 
Rabin increases his efforts to 
reach a settlement with Syria. 

“We will immediately .go for 
early empowerment." Deputy 
Foreign Minister Yossi Beilin 
said. “We will go to Washington 
to speak about early elections. 
I do not believe that we should 
only deal with one channel at a 
time.” 

As Rabin and most of his key 
ministers see it, the Palestinians 
will have complete civil authority 
in the rest of Judea and Samaria. 
The exceptions will be responsibil¬ 
ity for military control and foreign 
affairs. 

Cabinet sources say Rabin and 
his key ministers, including For¬ 
eign Minister Shimon Peres and 
Sarid, are prepared to quickly al¬ 
low the PLO to expand its 
authority. 


Israeli officials say they want ‘early empowerment’ 
for Palestinians if Arafat can control terrorism from 
the Gaza Strip and Jericho, Steve Rodan reports 


“They will have everything in¬ 
volved in self-rule,” a senior min¬ 
ister said, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. “Internal security 
will be a matter of cooperation 
between us and the Palestinians. 
Defense of borders will be main¬ 
tained by us.” 

The Declaration of Principles 
signed between Israel and the 
PLO on September 13 limits the 
Palestinians to five spheres of au¬ 
thority: education and culture, 
health, social welfare, taxation 
and tourism. These responsibil¬ 
ities are in addition to the creation 
of a police force. 

But many government officials 
and army commanders say this 
partial transfer of authority is not 
feasible. Some say maintaining 
the letter of the DOP will result in 
an unworkable mixture of respon¬ 
sibilities. with Palestinian and Is¬ 
raeli civil servants arguing over 
who handles what decision in the 
territories. 

MILITARY SOURCES predict 
the IDF will press to grant Pales¬ 
tinians all civilian powers in tbe 
area. In the end, one minister 
says, the government will be glad 
to oblige.” 

“We probably would just say to 
them, take it all and just give us 
security," the minister said. 

The bigger problem, however, 
is control of land, or how to delin¬ 
eate the new sections of Palestin¬ 
ian authority. The areas of Jewish 
settlements in Gaza are relatively 
compact, unlike in Judea and Sa¬ 
maria, where the Jewish commu¬ 
nities are spread out. 

The question for the next stage 
of talks is whether Palestinian self- 
rule is limited to Arab communi¬ 
ties in Judea and Samaria or if it 
includes all the territory except for 
Jewish settlements. The Palestin¬ 
ians make it dear they want the 
latter, something senior defense 


sources oppose. The sources say 
the clash of authorities will 
make it impossible to • maintain' 
order. 

Another potential snag is that 
the DOP requires that the Pales¬ 
tinians hold elections for a self- 
rule council. Israeli and Palestin¬ 
ian analysts, pointing to the stiff 
competition from Hamas and oth¬ 
er opponents of the accord with 
Israel, doubt whether the PLO 
will agree to risk being voted out 
of power. 

As a result, security sources say 
that unless there is a drastic 
change in attitude by tbe govern¬ 
ment, the Israeli-PLO negotia¬ 
tions will be deadlocked. Joseph. 
AIpber, director of Tel Aviv Uni¬ 
versity’s Jaffee Center for Strate¬ 
gic Studies, agrees. 

“All of this together," AJpher 
writes in an analysis for the Jeru¬ 
salem Center for Public Affairs, a 
private think tank, “seems to 
point to the likelihood of a with¬ 
drawal from Gaza and then a tu¬ 
multuous freeze or. more correct¬ 
ly, an inability to proceed within 
die next year or so on the West 
Bank because of the basic contra¬ 
diction between the existence of 
the settlements and tbe notion of 
turning over jurisdiction over 
territory.” 

It's a dilemma Rabin plans to 
address soon. Some of his aides 
say the prime minister trill attempt 
to regroup settlements in Judea 
and Samaria into blocs such as 
those in Gaza. Isolated Jewish 
communities would be evacuated 
and their residents brought to oth¬ 
er sites. 

Aides expect die first target of 
this policy will be the Jewish com¬ 
munity in Hebron, about 450 peo¬ 
ple firing in three neighborhoods 
in the predominately Moslem city. 

PEACE WATCH, a nonpartisan 
group, says in a report to be issued 


next-week that despite Arafat's 
pledge to stop terrorism, his Fatah 
wing- has carried -out- at - least- 36 
attacks, killing six and injuring 24. 
The group quoted security sources 
as saying that the suicide car- 
bomber in Afiila on April 6, Raid 
Zakarna, was a Fatah member. 
Eight people were killed and 44 
were injured in that attack. 

“Tbe issue of how the PLO re¬ 
lates to terror by Palestinian 
groups outside of Fatah takes on 
added importance with a Fatah- 
led police force, shouldered with 
the responsibility of preventing 
. terror attacks against Israeli tar¬ 
gets, about to take control in Gaza 
and Jericho,” the Peace Watch re¬ 
port says. 

Intelligence sources expect Ara¬ 
fat to tty his best to prevent areas 
under his control from being used 
as terror bases. Despite its opposi¬ 
tion to negotiations with Israel, 
Hamas will participate in the self- 
rule authority in an effort to main¬ 
tain influence, the sources say. 

“Arafat will do whatever he can 
so that not even a quarter of a 
Katyusha will fall on Ashkelon.” 
said Likud MK Eliahu Ben-Elis- 
sar, the former chairman of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De¬ 
fease Committee and former Mos- 
sad official. 

“He is not stupid. He probably 
would even be prepared to exe¬ 
cute somebody be caught commit¬ 
ting such an act." 

At the same time, the sources, 
who include officials in the police, 
army and security services, assess 
that terrorism will increase in Ju¬ 
dea and Samaria as well as inside 
Israel. Arafat will not be held re¬ 
sponsible in areas outside his 
control. 

Arafat could be as careless 
about his followers as he was when 
he virtually ruled south Lebanon 
in the 1970s. Even the most dovish 
of ministers are unsure whether 


Arafat will impose discipline or 
control his erratic behavior. Min¬ 
isters such as Sarid and Shulamit 
Aloni, who accompanied Rabin to 
Cairo, appeared embarrassed as 
tbe PLO chief refused to sign the 
Gaza/Jericho First accord. 

Over the past four months. 
th«e ministers have watched the 
people they hailed : as'The hope of 
Palestinian dertidtfracy - Sari'Nfis- 
seibehr, HanSfr-Ashrawi. Faisal 
Husseini and Elias Freij - fade 
from center stage. 

They have been replaced by 
hardened ex-prisoners who made 
their mark during the Palestinian' 
uprising, people like Jibril Ra : 
joub. convicted of participating id 
10 tenor attack in the late 1960s 
and 20 years later a major Fatah 
figure in the initifada. 

Most ministers - who have dis¬ 
cussed' their views both publicly 
and privately — say they do not 
oppose a Palestinian state if. they 
are convinced that Israeli security 
will be maintained. Finance Min¬ 
ister Avraham Shohat confirmed 
in a recent interview. 

Most ministers would like the 
state to enter a confederation with 
Jordan. Beilin, believing that Ara¬ 
fat will eventually control such a 
country, advocates a mini-state in 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 

It is not clear whether the PLO 
will want to discuss borders first. 
Agriculture Minister Ya’acov 
Tsur believes that the PLO, al¬ 
ready confident that a state is as¬ 
sured. will want to discuss the fu¬ 
ture of Jerusalem. 

Regardless, cabinet sources say i 
the continuation of the peace pro- 1 
cess will not be marked by con¬ 
stant disagreements between 
Peres and Rabin. Neither will 
change, they say; Peres will con¬ 
tinue to push for quicker action, 
and Rabin will continue to 
hesitate. 

On Monday, Rabin voiced what 
bis colleagues say is his new think- J 
ing on the future of the Israeli- > 
Arab conflict. 

“I want the establishment of a 
separate Palestinian entity,” Ra¬ 
bin told the Labor Party Knesset 
caucus. “I don't want them io the 
State of Israel. Ruling a foreign 
nation has corrupted us.” 
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Residents of Gush Katif prayed 
this week for the cancellation of 
the ‘evil decree’ that links their 
destiny with the PLO,

S OME 1,500 residents of 
Giosb Katif gathered in the 
Central square in Neveh De¬ 
kalim on Wednesday and prayed 
fbrGpd to “cancel the evil den 
cnw”-as Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and PLO chief Yasser Ara¬ 
fat signed the Gaza/Jericho First 
accord. 

‘That the residents chose.the rec¬ 
itation of Psalms, fasting and the 
blowing of the shofar to protest 
the agreement reflected the reli¬ 
gious mind-set of the community. 

It also demonstrated the real¬ 
ization that everything else they 
tried - the protests, the public- 
relations gimmicks, the meetings 
with politicians - had failed. 

‘Tm now waiting for a mir¬ 
acle,'* said 24-year-old Zmira 
Shlezinger, a resident and teacher 
in Neveh Dekalim. “I don't know 
what else to do." 

The 5,000 residents of the 13 
settlements in Gush Katif were 
unable to stem the political tide. 

Conversations with a number of 
Neveh Dekalim residents this 
week revealed that some have not 
come to terms with the new 
reality. 

Dov Henoch, the director of a 
high-tech industrial park in the 
settlement, still'talks about build¬ 
ing another settlement, another 
factory, another neighborhood. 
It’s almost as ifin his mind nothing 
has changed, that the PLO is not 
about to take over Oaza. 

“The situation is going to get 
difficult again, but our nation will 
learn, although only the hard 
way,** said Henoch.’the father of 
six. “We will have no choice but to 
go back in there with tanks and 
show the Arabs the door:*’ 

Eight mouths .ago. sooir after 
Rabin and Arafat shook hands id 
Washington, settlers in Gush Ka¬ 
tif spoke of a hope that the agree- 
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meat would tall apart somewhere 
along the road to implementation. 
Now with the agreement signed, it 
is more difficult to define the im¬ 
mediate. practical political hopes 
of the residents. . . 

Pbylhs Weintraub is an ento¬ 
mologist who moved to Gush Ka¬ 
tif eight months ago from Balti¬ 
more, 

‘Tm not sure what to. hope for 
1 now,** she said. “Pm afraid there 
are going to be problems with a lot 
of bloodshed. I just hope we don’t 
make the same mistake we made 
in 1967. We should have kicked 
the Arabs out then.’* 

Others, like Neveh Dekalim 
resident Yisrael Lillentaj, hope 
the agreement works so “I will be 
able to go into Gaza, and they will 
be able to come to Neveh Deka¬ 
lim.” But he said he has no illu¬ 
sions. 

“This isn't going to happen.- We 
are not yet in the days when the 
Hon can lie down with the lam b.” 

GUSH KATIF has changed a 
great deal since The Handshake. 

The most obvious physical 
changes are apparent on the road 
into the area from Kibbutz Kissu- 
fhn. On Tuesday, workmen were 
busy erecting floodlights near an 
orchard along the road, and trucks 
were bringing in concrete slabs to 
place in or near the numerous IDF 
outposts that have sprung up 
along the route. 

In the past, the view from the 
road was a pastoral scene of sand, 
Beduin and sky. Added to this 
now are IDF tents behind mounds 
of dirt, soldiers standing guard 
and additional roadblocks. 

For Lillental, the increased 
presence of the.soldiers is a boon 
for business. He runs a baguette' 
and ‘pastry shop tn-Neveh Deka¬ 
lim, and on Tuesday was doing a

brisk business selling croissants, 
cigarettes and drinks to the 
soldiers. 

“This is the only happy thing to 
come of the agreement,” he said. 

The soldiers, Lillental said, 
complain about having to go to 
Gush Katif just to protect a few 
thousand settlers. “But in the *50s, 
I used to lie in ambush near Yad 
Mordecbai to keep infiltrators 
out. It's the same thing.” 

Beyond the increased army 
presence - which includes foot pa¬ 
trols near greenhouses in the set¬ 
tlements that are part of the new 
deployment in the area - the flow 
of life in die settlements has not 
changed drastically. Fanners con¬ 
tinue to work in their green¬ 
houses. children play freely in the 
settlements and people continue 
totravel the roads. 

But the accords have cast a pall 
of uncertainty over the area. Resi¬ 
dents of the Gush this week were 
anxious for practical directives 
about which roads will be pa¬ 
trolled exclusively by Palestinians, 
and which jointly, by Palestinians 
and Israelis. . ... .... 

They don't yet know what they 
are supposed to do if-stopped by a 
Palestinian policeman, or whether 
they will need a special pass io 
travel to and from the Gush. 

“Everything is undear.” Lillen¬ 
tal said. “Nobody knows yet what 
will be. But what are we going to 


do? Life has to go on. You learn to 
five with uncertainties.” 

ALTHOUGH THE rhythm of life 
may continue as usual, the fears of 
the residents are much deeper 
then they were last year. The stab¬ 
bing of Sigal Sofer in Neveh Deka¬ 
lim two weeks ago and the shoot¬ 
ing from a building in Khan Yunis 
of four soldiers patrolling Ganei 
TaJ this week have increased the 
fears. 

“I’m going to be more scared 
now than I was in the past,” said 
Shlezinger, whose husband es¬ 
caped uninjured in an attack on 
the Kissufhn Road, where 32 bul¬ 
lets were pumped into the car in 
which he was traveling. 

“This reminded me that there is 
a Judge sitting up there who 
watches over what happens down 
below. This doesn't mean that 
nothing bad will happen, but rath¬ 
er that events are not a matter of 
chance.” 

Shlezinger said that since the 
attack on Sofer, more people in 
the settlement are carrying guns. 

“People are less apathetic," she 
said. “They look over their shoul¬ 
ders when they walk, they are tak¬ 
ing a more responsible approach. 
Logic dictates that if there are 
problems when the IDF is in con¬ 
trol, when the EDF leaves there 
will be more problems. At least 
people here realize this." 



Gazans hope for good fences, good neighbors 


T HE charmless back streets 
of Gaza City looked, on the 
day of the Cairo signing, 
Kke an out-of-focus black-and- 
white film that an ambitious direc¬ 
tor was hoping to animate with 
bright color and purposeful 
movement. 

Traffic still included donkey- 
drawn carts and many stores had 
their shutters dosed - not because 
of a strike, a local man said, but 
because there was no economic 
activity to warrant their opening. 
Dirt and sand covered the streets 
and even the graffiti disfiguring 
every wall and fence were no long¬ 
er fresh. 

' Neglect was the Prince of Gaza, 
but his consort. Despair, seemed 
to be preparing to go off on 
holiday. 

“We need peace," said Moham¬ 
med,- a guard at PL.0 headquar¬ 
ters. “We need air. We need to 
breathe. We’ve lost our youth. I’m 
30. In 10 years it's ail over for me. 
I haven't been anywhere. With 
goodwill on the pan of your peo¬ 
ple, there will be peace.” 

And what about Hamas? “Ev¬ 
erything will change once there’s 
peace,” said Mohammed, who 
had been barred from entering Is¬ 
rael even before the recent clo¬ 
sure, for reasons he declined to 
discuss. 

“AH these years that we were 
locked in Gaza we all hung out

together doing nothing. People 
asked ‘How am I different from 
the next fellow?' and some joined 
Hamas. I’m’ sure that once there 
are opportunities people will drop 
that.” 

Upstairs, a young official 
looked up from a document he 
was writing in English and asked a 
passing Jerusalem Post reporter: 
“Do 1 write *The PLO fives on’ or 
‘Viva the PLO?' ” Was The Jeru¬ 
salem Post lending a hand to 
framing the new Palestinian Char¬ 
ter? 

In an inner room, the local PLO 
leadership was watching the Cairo 
ceremony on television as Israeli 
television cameramen watched 
them. The leaders, fugitives past, 
looked comfortable in their suits 
and ties. 

When Yasser Arafat signed the 
agreement, they broke into ap¬ 
plause. From an adjoining room 
came the loud, flat reports of a 
pistol. Someone was firing, pre¬ 
sumably out the window, in 
celebration. 

A map on the wall showed the 
territories in a dominant gray and 


the parts of Israel adjoining them 
in pale yellow. Everything seemed 
to be in its right place, but the 
mapmakers' an had somehow 
made the territories seem the 
more dominant of the two. 

A FEW blocks away, a wholesale 
druggist who declined to give his 
name said he preferred to reserve 
judgment about the Cairo agree¬ 
ment. “I know the Jews from 
more than 50 years ago. From Jaf¬ 
fa. I don't trust them. Peace can 
be more dangerous than war if it 
makes you lower your guard and 
the other side knows all your 
secrets and takes advantage of 
you. 

"I want true peace. If they want 
true peace they will release our 
prisoners and give us back all our 
iands that were captured in 1967.” 
And the lands captured in 1948? 
The druggist laughed dismissiveiy. 
"That’s history." 

Abed Kharba, who has worked 
in Israel since 1967 in agriculture 
and sanitation, said he believed 
the contacts between Gazans and 
Israelis over the past 27 years were 


more important than a peace 
agreement. “A peace agreement 
is a piece of paper. Without 
love in your hearts there is no 
peace.” 

And did these contacts make 
for love? What of the knifings? 
“In 60 to 70 percent of cases, these 
contacts make for warm relations 
- with employers, with the popula¬ 
tion in general." 

What did he think of Arafat? “I 
hope he can live up to His task. 
He’s a nice man. He has a golden 
heart but he needs help from Isra¬ 
el inorder to overcome his opposi¬ 
tion. He can't do it alone. There 
are plenty of smart people on both 
sides, but you have to know how 
to behave. You can’t just say ‘I’m 
standing on what I want.' ” 

At Shifa Hospital, the biggest in 
Gaza, Dr. Majed Awadallah said 
he had spent two years studying in 
Israeli hospitals and believed the 
two peoples will coexist to their 
mutual benefit. “What the politi¬ 
cians are doing is agreeing to what 
the people have already agreed to. 
It is so simple. I think we may 
need a year’s cooling off period 


before we start visiting each orher 
freely but we can and must live 
together.” 

AN ISRAELI wandering on foot 
alone through Gaza this week, 
something he had not dared do in 
years, felt safe enough as long as 
he was circumspect. The resi¬ 
dents' attention seemed to be 
shifting inward. Even the occa¬ 
sional army vehicle appeared to 
have acquired semi-invisibility as 
the Israeli presence recedes. 

A local man who agreed to 
drive a visitor along a back road to 
the Erez checkpoint turned his 
head to follow a battered car mov¬ 
ing fast in the opposite direction. 

‘‘Mevukasfiim (wanted men),” 
he said. “I don't think they'll be 
sleeping in their own beds tonight 
yet.” 

On second look, there seemed 
to be some kind of urban shape 
after all beneath the dusty skin of 
Gaza - here and there a derelict 
space that was plainly designed as 
an imposing square, a twin-car¬ 
riageway road that probably ap¬ 
peared as Boulevard on some 
Mandatory planner’s map. 

There were plainly sufficient 
energies in Gaza, not to mention 
building skills, to transform the 
city. Whether Yasser Arafat can 
first transform himself from stunt 
man to director remains to be

Jericho excavation: Possible victim of peace

G IVING up the two winter 
palaces and. pleasure gar¬ 
dens where he has spent 
much of his professional Life mil 
make parting from Jericho more 
painful for Ehud Netzer than for 
most Israelis. 

Prof. Netzer. a Hebrew Univer¬ 
sity archeologist, began excavat¬ 
ing the Hasmonean and Herodian 
palaces on the bank of Wadi Kelt 
in Jericho- in J973 and returned 
subsequently for 16 more seasons. 
In the course of his digs he 
brought to light the elegance and 
luxuiy in which Jerusalem's kings 
lived over the course of some 150 
years in their oasis retreats. 

This week. Netzer tried to come 
to terms with the prospect of. fiis 
eviction from Jericho and the pos¬ 
sibility that the palaces might be 
endangered. 


‘'Theoretically, it could all be 
destroyed if there is no organized 
body that will take responsibil¬ 
ity." he said this week. "But it 
must be said that the Jordanians 
did take care of the archeological 
sites in the area, like Qumran, 
before 1967." 

From his body language, Netzer 
appeared to be trying, without 
complete success, to reassure him¬ 
self that antiquities robbers or 
vandals would be prevented from 
plundering the remains he had ex¬ 
posed. His concern over Jericho 
reflected his concern about the 
peace process. "Nobody knows 
.. what will happen," he says. 

Whatever had been agreed 
upon in Cairo between Israel and 
the PLO regarding archeology in 
the autonomous areas - preserva¬ 
tion of sites, ownership of finds

and the possibility of Israeli arche¬ 
ologists working there in future - 
had not yet been passed on to the 
archeologists themselves, he said. 

As of midweek., he was still not 
certain that the site would fall un¬ 
der Palestinian jurisdiction. It was 
reported to be just on the edge of 
the autonomous area, but reports 
that Prime Minister. Yitzhak. Ra¬ 
bin wouldlikeTy concede to PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat “a few 
more kilometers" at their meeting 
in Cairo made the chances of the 


site remaining in Israeli hands ap¬ 
pear less likely. If it becomes part 
of the autonomy, it will be the 
most important archeological site 
Israel is relinquishing at this stage. 

“The site has the greatest con¬ 
centration of pools in the ancient 
world." Netzer says. “HU today, 
nothing like it has been found." 
There are 10 pools at the palace 
complex, one of them measuring 
90 by 40 meters. Another measur¬ 
ing 30 by 18 meters had been 
ringed by promenades and a shady 


pavilion. It was in the latter pool 
that Aristobolus HI, a Hasmone¬ 
an high priest, was drowned, ac¬ 
cording to Josephus, at the in¬ 
struction of Herod, who feared 
the young priest's popularity. 

In the Hasmonean palace, 
Netzer found twin apartments 
which he concluded were bnUt in 
identical fashion by Queen Shlora- 
zion for her two feuding sons, 
Hyrcanus D and Aristobolus II,'to 
avoid any suggestion of 
favoritism.

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BBC surpasses itself with spurious documentary

V IEWING Charles Glass 
narrating The Forgotten 
Faithful (April 20) on 
BBC-TVs Everyman series brings 
; to mind a joke about a notoriously 
•dishonest Washington politician. 

* “How do you know when Mr. 
p. is not lying?" goes the jest. 
“When be rubs his nose, he is not 
lying; when he touches his fore¬ 
head, he is not lying. When he 
opens his mouth, that's when he is 

lying." . 

On- this “documentary,** which 
describes the Christian Arab emi¬ 
gration from Israel and the territo¬ 
ries as a consequence of the “in¬ 
tolerable life under Israeli 
occupation,” Glass - a former 
hostage in Lebanon turned Arab 
propagandist - seems incapable of 
opening his mouth without utter¬ 
ing a-falsehood. 

The heroes of this documenta¬ 
ry, as with all exemplars of the 
genre, are the Arab “victims” 
themselves, who with disarming 
sincerity tell the camera about the 
hell they live in. 

That such Arab testimonies are 
still taken seriously is a little puz¬ 
zling. After watching the parade 
of Arab witnesses in the Cave of 
the Patriarchs massacre hearing, 
in which all of them invented 
transparent fantasies and flagrant¬ 
ly contradicted what they had told 
human rights organizations and 
the police, one would expea a 
little Teticence on the part of tele¬ 
vision producers. 

Bat Glass neither questions his 
Arab “witnesses,” nor tries to ver¬ 
ify what is easily verifiable. And 
no Israeli is asked to comment on 
these stories of unspeakable Israe¬ 
li brutality, many of which are 
manifestly absurd. 

The common denominator in 
these testimonies is that invariably 
the tellers claim innocence of any 


wrongdoing. Arabs who have ac¬ 
tually participated in the thou¬ 
sands of incidents of intifada 
stone-throwing, petrol-bombing, 
grenade-tossing, knifing, shoot¬ 
ing, mutilating and torching are 
simply not to be found. They are 
as rare as Germans who knew 
about the Holocaust. 

Yet in Glass’s opus the worst 
lies are told not by Arab “victims” 
but in Glass's own narration. Re¬ 
cited as if they are historic facts, 
they have the kind of authority no 
testimony can possess. 

THE PROGRAM opens with Is¬ 
raeli soldiers dispersing Arab riot¬ 
ers with tear gas as Glass's voice 
intones, “since the conquest of 
1967, violence, imprisonment and 
abuses by Israeli settlers (sic) have 
been the facts of life that Palestin¬ 
ians opposed, endured or 
escaped.” 

The camera then shifts to Chris¬ 
tian Arabs praying, and Glass de¬ 
livers the ludicrous fabrication 
Han an Ashrawi has used to great 
effect: “these are Eastern Arab 
Christians - Palestinians. They 
have lived in the Holy Land for 
2,000 years." The temptation to 
react to this bit of idiocy with 
“funny, they don't look Jewish” is 
almost irresistible. 

There were no Christian Arabs 
(or any other Arabs) in this coun¬ 
try 2,000 years ago. (The first Ar¬ 
abs, all rather dedicated Moslems, 
invaded in the 7tti century.) Jesus' 
followers 2,000 years ago were 
Jews like Jesus himself, but there 
is never a mention in Glass's nar¬ 
ration that Jesus was Jewish. (In 
today's trendy doublespeak he is 
“a Palestinian.”) 

Nor does Glass limit his efforts 
to rewriting religious history. He 
tells us of Aboud, a Christian vil¬ 
lage “whose lands were recently 
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confiscated by Israel despite the 
Israel-PLO part.” Zn facr, no pri¬ 
vately owned land has been confis¬ 
cated - in Aboud or anywhere else 
in the territories. Land deter¬ 
mined to be state land - often 
after long and arduous court hear¬ 
ings - is the only land used by 
tbe Israeli government or the set¬ 
tlers. 

OTHER CHARGES are even ug¬ 
lier. Arab Christians in Bethle¬ 
hem live off the Christian tourist 
trade, Glass says, but all Christian 
pilgrims are forced to stay in Israe¬ 
li hotels because the Israeli gov¬ 
ernment has prohibited Arab ho¬ 
tel-budding. 

The truth is that there is no 
discrimination against Arab ho¬ 
tels. which in Jerusalem and Beth¬ 
lehem enjoyed an unprecedented 
boom last year. In 1993 a million 
pilgrims and tourists visited Beth¬ 
lehem, enriching its 10 Arab ho¬ 
tels (there are no Jewish hotels), 
41 tourist shops, 55 factories for 
tourist products and 17 licensed 
local guides. Arab hotels have re¬ 
ceived special exemptions from 
purchase taxes for new furniture 
and equipment. 

Glass also alleges that Israel en¬ 
sures that tbe pilgrims* money 
does not go to Arabs by “rarely 
issuing licenses to Arab guides.” 
The truth is again the precise op¬ 
posite. The government’s stan¬ 
dards for guide licenses are ex¬ 
tremely high, and Israelis have to 
pass rigorous exams to get them. 
But Arab guides have been award¬ 
ed licenses without tests. 

Another form of Israeli oppres¬ 
sion, Glass says, is the imposition 


of curfews, which keep tourists 
away. The fart is that business 
stoppages caused by curfews - vir¬ 
tually unknown in Bethlehem be¬ 
fore the intifada - can be mea¬ 
sured in hours over the duration of 
the uprising, while strikes forced 
by the PLO and Hamas have cost 
Bethlehem Christians hundreds of 
working days. Nor does it occur to 
Glass that tourists may be de¬ 
terred more by the murder of a 60- 
year-oid Christian pilgrim in Beth¬ 
lehem by a Moslem fanatic than 
by rare Israeli curfews. 

Gratuitously, Glass brings the 
massacre of Moslems in Hebron 
by Baruch Goldstein into the pro¬ 
gram. The obvious purpose is not 
only to bash Israel for the deed, 
but to imply that do worshippers 
are safe in Israel. 

Two “Christian” examples are 
also shown: the bulldozing of a 
wall of a Greek Orthodox church, 
which “the Israelis claim did not 
have the proper license” (indeed, 
it was built illegally), and the story 
of tbe St. John's hospice, de¬ 
scribed as a takeover by fanatic 
Israeli settlers of a Christian holy 
site. The “hospice" was an aban¬ 
doned, neglected hostel, a hang¬ 
out for drug addicts and pushers 
which was bought and occupied 
legally and properly. 

Why, then, are Christian Arabs 
leaving? The very same week the 
Glass program was aired, the He¬ 
brew press reported that Christian 
Arabs in the territories had ac¬ 
cused Fatah activists of harassing 
Franciscan nuns in the Aida refu¬ 
gee camp convent near Bethle¬ 
hem. They regularly invade the 
convent, which contains a kinder¬ 


garten and medical facilities for 
the camp, stone the nuns, vandal¬ 
ize graves, destroy equipment, 
break sculptures and paint graffiti. 
“We live under a reign of terror," 
said one of the nuns. 

The harassment of Christian 
Arabs by Palestinian nationalists 
and Moslem fundamentalists has 
been constant for decades. It be¬ 
gan. as did Christian emigration, 
before the Israelis won the territo¬ 
ries in 1967, and has continued 
ever since. To attribute Christian 
emigration to Israeli persecution 
rather than to brutal Moslem pres¬ 
sure and economic imperatives is 
an ugly, baseless distortion. 

That the BBC fathered this 
poor imitation of a PLO indoctri¬ 
nation movie is hardly surprising. 
The network has become a dedi¬ 
cated instrument of anti-Israel 
propaganda. But it is astonishing 
that it did not even pretend to go 
through the most elementary 
paces of professional journalism. 
With charges which make Israel 
appear only slightly less criminal 
than Nazi Germany fired every 
minute of the 45-rainute-long pro¬ 
gram, exactly 65 seconds are de¬ 
voted to an Israeli comment. 

It consists of Glass talking with 
Uri Mor, the government's direc¬ 
tor of Christian Community' Af¬ 
fairs. Mor dismissed the charges of 
land confiscation for the canards 
they are, and explained that Chris¬ 
tian Arabs, being a minority, had 
to prove to the Palestinians that 
they were part of their national 
movement by denouncing Israel. 

Coming at the end of 45 minutes 
of horror stories, scenes of tearful 
airport farewells and testimonies 


of brutalities by a young man in a 
wheelchair, Mor's one minute of 
simple, cold truths were made to 
sound like a heartless, callous 
evasion. 

WHEN SHOWN in Britain on 
April 17. the program included an 
interview with Jim Schutz of the 
International Christian Embassy 
in Jerusalem. The next day. 
Schutz threatened to take legal ac¬ 
tion against the BBC. 

In a letter to series editor John 
Drury he complained: “To obtain 
an interview with me. the director- 
producer Judy Jackson seriously 
misrepresented the subject mat ter 
of the film and the reason for 
wanting my interview, as she stat¬ 
ed to me that it would be about 
Christians in general in Israel and 
about the work of the ICEJ itself. 

“At no point before, during or 
after the interview was anything 
said to me about the sufferings of 
Palestinian Christians who were 
being driven out of their land due 
to the Israeli occupation. The film 
seriously distorts and misrepre¬ 
sents my words because they were 
spoken in an entirely different 
context from which they were 
used... We deny the right of the 
BBC to broadcast...my 
interview." 

The interview was promptly 
dropped from the World Service 
broadcast on April 20. 

The program was too much 
even for Britain's Jewish Board of 
Deputies, the Council for Chris¬ 
tians and Jews and the Israeli em¬ 
bassy, all known mostly for diag¬ 
nosing spit as rain. They all 
protested to Drury. 

In defense. Drury told the Jew¬ 
ish Chronicle , “We made it clear 
that the film reflected Charles 
Glass’s personal impressions and 
interpretations." Nothing could 


be further from the truth. The 
program never mentions Glass 
until the credits are rolled at the 
end. The credit - which stays on 
screen for precisely two seconds - 
says "written and narrated by 
Charles Glass.” “based on a book 
by Said Aburish” and “directed 
and produced by Judy Jackson.” 

Drurv also told the paper, “We 
seek balance through the multi¬ 
plicity of views we "broadcast. It 
would be wrong to focus on one 
programme and interpret it as a 
BBC view." 

This brought a response from 
Andrew Tunick of the Yorkshire/ 
Israel Office, who wrote Drury. 
"Surely this can only be Hewed as 
a meaningful statement if an Ev- 
erymun program addresses the 
Arab-Israeli dispute from a Jewish 
and Israeli perspective." 

BUT TO wait for the BBC to pre¬ 
sent a program from an Israeli 
perspective"is to wait for hell to 
freeze over. What Drury must 
have had in mind was not a BBC 
production of a pro-Zionist her¬ 
esy. but something like a program 
the BBC World Service screened 
on the same day. which depicts the 
persecution of Jews in the Middle 
Ages. Ii asserts - correctly - that 
in the Middle Ages it was Britain 
which gave the world the first anti- 
semitic blood libel, mass slaughter 
and expulsion of Jews. 

The compassion of BBC pro¬ 
ducers for Jews as victims of 800 
years ago is unbounded. What 
they cannot countenance is the up¬ 
pity Israeli of today. And they are 
far too obtuse to notice that 
Charles Glass's fabrications of Is¬ 
raeli soldiers wantonly butchering 
Arab youths are nothing but a 
modern version of the 12th-centu¬ 
ry blood-libel they so righteously 
and indignantly disdain. 
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A RE YOU one of those Is¬ 
raeli Jews who is too busy 
to read newspapers or 
tune in to tedious news programs 
and out-shout shows on radio and 
television? 

If so. pay careful attention to 
the message of a veteran local po¬ 
litical and military pundit. Ron 
Ben Yishai of Yediot Aharonot. 

You Jews of Jerusalem. Tel 
Aviv and Afula; of Ein Hanetziv, 
Ein Shemer and Ein Vered; of 
Beit Yatir, Beit Ha'emek and Beit 
.Hakerem; of Efrat. Ariel and 
Ma’aleh Ephraim - you who are 
too busy doing your jobs: raising 
your children; striving to build a 
good physical and spiritual future 
for tbe Jewish people in our home¬ 
land; bearing the literal, physical 
rocks, knives, bullets and bombs 
of Arab terrorists and the figura¬ 
tive. verbal rocks, knives, bullets 
y and bombs of our purported lead- 
* ers, the mediacracy, and your 
Now-ist countrymen. 

You scores of thousands of Jews 
too busy in the general effort to 
fortify our society by voluntary 
acts of tzedaka vahessed (justice 
and grace) and return our nation 
to the high road of Jewish history: 
Stop what you're doing for a mo¬ 
ment and pay attention. 

According to Ben Yishai, you - 
or whatever portion you consti¬ 
tute of that “very large segment” 
of the Jewish community here to 
whom he refers - have been over¬ 
come by hysteria; have lost your 
pertinacity, your mettle, your will, 
your belief in the justice of our 
cause in Eretz Yisrael and hence 
your readiness to fight and suffer 
for it (Yediot Aharonot, April 24).

And all of you engaged in trying 
to shake our government out of its 
pseudo-messianic peace-now/ 
new-MiddJe-East hallucination - 
you are “pushing Rabin and Peres 
into a comer.” 

I pray that Ben Yishai is right. I 
pray that that capitulation team 
will quickly be in the comer of a 
decision to call an early national 
election to see what connection 
there is between the mandate we 
thought we gave them in J992 and 
the prevaricating path they have 
since taken. 

Meanwhile.T think it is the Ben 
Yishaiist mediacrats who are 
tired. 

I HAVE occasionally discussed 
here that classic Jewish disease, 
diasporrhea (the Greek name; in 
Latin, exiiitis). 

A major symptom is a compul¬ 
sive performance of acts or issuing 
of declarations aimed at pleasing 
non-Jewish neighbors. The afflict¬ 
ed repeat those acts and declara¬ 
tions regardless of the conse¬ 
quences for their own dignity and 
interests and regardless of the 
neighbors' indifference. 

This returns me to a subject X 
bad vowed not to return to: Ba¬ 
ruch Goldstein’s Porim massacre 
in the Macbpela Cave, and some 
ctiasporrheaic reactions to it. 

Twice I wrote categorically con¬ 
demning his act. Each time I not¬ 
ed our officialdom's categorical 
condemnation of his and similar 
acts by other Jews. 

But I criticized Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and others for add¬ 
ing fulsome declarations to the ef¬ 
fect that Goldstein had made them 
"ashamed to be a Jew and an 
Israeli." 

I also noted the chronic failure 
of Arab officialdom, including 
that of the “moderate" PLO. to 
similarly condemn atrocities com¬ 
mitted by Arabs against Jews and 
against our Arab allies. 

I thought that by writing what I 
did. I would focus readers’ atten¬ 
tion on aspects of tbe history of 
Arab-Jewish relations of which 
they may not have been aware. 
Apart from that, and apart from 
its possible effect on my standing 
in my family and in society, I did 


not think my attitude was of any 
consequence. 

The only Jewish comments that 
matter to the world are those of 
our elected national political and 
religious leaderships. 

Therefore. I think that the As¬ 
sociation of Americans and Cana¬ 
dians in Israel behaved diasporr- 
heaically when it adopted at its 
recent national convention and 
then published a resolution of con¬ 
demnation. 

Who asked the AACI to be offi¬ 
cially ashamed of Goldsrein? Did 
he, as he opened fire, shout, 
“Long live the. AACI/" as Arab 
murderers, of Jews or our allies 
shout. "Allohu akbar !”? 

If the AACI feels it does have 
special standing in such matters, 
there are many phenomena here 
and in North America on which it 
ought to adopt resolutions. 

More execrable than the AACI 
action is that of Rabbi Zvi Grumet 
of Teaneck, New Jersey, principal 
of an Orthodox high school ia that 
area, and several other Orthodox 
rabbis and Jewish educators. 

The AACI action was taken ac¬ 
cording to democratic procedure. 
Not Grumet’s. 

With the collaboration of sever¬ 
al colleagues, be organized two 
dozen Jewish high schools around 
the US, asking the pupils to do¬ 
nate S10 each for a full-page ad¬ 
vertisement in The New York 
Times condemning Goldstein's ac¬ 
tion (it appeared on March 30). 
They didn’t tell everyone what the 
money was going for. and many 
pupils, parents and grandparents 
who paid felt deceived. 

No less important: As in the 
instance of the AACI, what made 
Grumet and his colleagues think 
they or their institutions had a spe¬ 
cial standing in the matter requir¬ 
ing them to issue a public 
declaration? 

One leading Orthodox rabbi 
and educator who promoted the 
projert thought the ad was an act 
of kiddush Hashetn (glorification 
of God and of Judaism). 

I for one ask him to spare us 
such glories.

THERT UleRT A FOJ 
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An everlasting marriage to the land 


SHABBAT SHALOM

“God spoke to Moses at Mount 
Sinai, telling him to speak to the 
Israelites and say to them: When 
yon come to the land that I am 
giving yon, tbe land must be given 
a rest period, a sabbath to God. 
For six yean you shall plant your 
fields, prune your vineyards and 
harvest your crops, but the seventh 
year is a sabbath of sabbaths for 
the land.” (Lev. 25:14) 

T HIS week’s double portion 
of Behor-Behukomi opens 
with the laws of shmina, the 
manifestation of God's total in¬ 
volvement in the Land. These 
days, when the issue of land is on 
everyone’s mind, we have to re¬ 
mind ourselves how it was possible 
that despite almost 2,000 years of 
exile, the Jews never stopped 
dreaming of their return to Israel - 
and have indeed returned in our 
generation. Wherein lies the ori¬ 
gin of this relationship? 

Ordinarily. Jewish law divides 
along two lines: requirements be¬ 
tween humans and God. and re¬ 
quirements between one human 
and another. But there is a third 
realm: the duty of a Jew toward 
his land. 

Our portion of Behar, the cli¬ 
max of Leviticus, emphasizes this 
third realm, replete with laws of 
tithing, the necessity of allowing 
the land to lie fallow during the 
shmiua year, and the command to 
return all property to its original 
Owner in the Jubilee year. 

But in order to grasp the full 


symbolism of a Jew’s relationship 
to the Land, and how it is at the 
crux of our experience as Jews, we 
must note a much earlier biblical 
incident, when our first patriarch 
purchased a plot for his wife’s gra¬ 
ves! te, paying an astonishingly 
high sum for a relatively tiny piece 
of land. 

Abraham's purchase not only 
provides us with proof that our 
claim to Hebron reaches back to 
our earliest beginnings; it inextri¬ 
cably links the founders of our 
faith/nation with the Land of 
Israel. 

Furthermore, this purchase ech¬ 
oes the commitment which the Bi¬ 
ble expects a husband and wife to 
have for each other, a commit¬ 
ment which extends beyond physi¬ 
cal life and involves a significant 
monetary expenditure. Indeed, 
the Sages of the Talmud derive 
our form of engagement, kidushin 
(with any object of material val¬ 
ue ). from Abraham’s purchase of 
the plot that would serve as Sa¬ 
rah's burial place (B.T. Kedushin 
2a). 

The Talmud deduces the “tak¬ 
ing” of a wife in marriage from the 
“taking" of the land. TTius. Hala- 
cha creates a metaphoric parallel 
between marriage, land and eter¬ 
nity. alluding to the magnificent 
ideal that we must develop an 


‘eternal relationship of love and 
commitment to our land, parallel¬ 
ing the relationship of love and 
commitment to our spouse. 

But to understand what it 
means to be “engaged" or “mar¬ 
ried” to the land, let’s first isolate 
three components of marriage, 
and then trace these components 
back to our portion of Behar-Be- 
hukoiai. 

First of all. marriage contains 
the physical or sexual component, 
called biya (lit. entrance), ex¬ 
pressing the exclusivity of the love 
relationship. 

Second, there are the funda¬ 
mental obligations to one another 
outlined in the Bible ( Mishpatim , 
Shmot) and clearly delineated in 
the fifth chapter of tractate 
Ketubot. 

Third, the Tora sees marriage as 
an eternal relationship. Abra¬ 
ham's obligations to Sarah contin¬ 
ue even beyond her lifetime, as we 
have seen, and the prophet Hosea 
describes God's engagement to Is¬ 
rael: “! shall betroth you to me 
forever.” (Hosea 2:21 j 

Although divorce is allowable if 
there is no better solution, the 
rabbinic view is that “Even the 
altar of the Holy Temple weeps 
when a husband and wife are di¬ 
vorced." (B.T. Girin 90b) 

Even when psychologies col¬ 


lide, biology heals, for the birth of 
a child and the eternal potential of 
this new creature declare the true 
continuity of the marital 
relationship. 

Turning to this week's portion, 
we find that these elements relate 
to the land of Israel as well! The 
very opening words - "When you 
come into the land" - include the 
verb whose root refers to sexual 
relations between husband and 
wife. And when we’re told to hal¬ 
low the 50th year, (Lev. 25:10) the 
Tora employs “ kidashtem the 
rabbinic expression for marriage. 

Second, no sooner have we en¬ 
tered the land than the Tora in¬ 
structs us concerning our obliga¬ 
tion to it (much like the 
obligations which a husband has to 
his wife). 

Third, just as there is an eternal 
aspect to marriage, there is an 
eternal aspect to the Jews' rela¬ 
tionship to their land. During the 
Jubilee, the Tora commands that 
all land sold in the previous 50 
years return to its original owner 
(Lev. 25:13). 

People love the land of their 
birth - a love so cen.ral that one's 
homeland is often called "mother¬ 
land” or “fatherland.” These 
terms are absent in the Hebrew 
language; our relationship to the 
land is not one of child to parent, 
but of husband to wife. 

May we be worthy of each 
other.

'National AIDS’: A mythical disease that needs no cure

M Y political views are 
known and, to put it 
mildly, not shared by the 
other men in "the Ashkenazi daily 
minyan in Abu-Tor. Several elec¬ 
tion campaigns ago, an alert read¬ 
er in the congregation noticed my 
signature on an ad sponsored by 
religiously observant supporters 
of Mapam, and he reproached me 
vehemently: “They raise pigs on 
their kibbutzim! How can you 
vote for them?” 

I avoid arguments with my fel¬ 
low worshippers by ignoring the 
remarks they occasionally throw 
my way as we put on our prayer 
shawls and tefillin. I don t expect 
to change their minds, and the 
fliews they express have, so far, 
Kotpersuaded me. The other day, 
however, one of them, a promi¬ 
nent Jerusalem attorney and a 


man of high intelligence and wide 
erudition, both in secular and Jew¬ 
ish fields, thrust an op-ed piece 
into my hand and said I had to 
read it. 

I have. The piece, which ap¬ 
peared in Ha oretz on April 18, 
was by Gedalia Gvirtzman, a pro¬ 
fessor of geology at Bar-Uan Uni¬ 
versity. It is entitled, "Breakdown 
in the nation’s immunity.” 

Writing with verve and righ¬ 
teous indignation, Gvirtzman first 
describes the immune deficiency 
syndrome, and then argues that 
the left's failure to distinguish be¬ 
tween enemies (the Arabs) and 
friends (the settlers) is a sign of a 
breakdown in our immune system 
- “national AIDS," as he calls it. 
He argues that since we are in a 
state of war with the Arabs, to call 
for honoring their human rights, 
as though they were comparable 
to Jews, is unrealistic and self¬ 
destructive. 

The more I read, the more as¬ 
tonished I was that someone as 


well-educated as Gvirtzman could 
write something so foolish, and 
that a lawyer as perceptive as my 
neighbor should have failed to 
spot the holes in Gvirtzman’s ar¬ 
gument. 

L T se of the AIDS analogy is lit¬ 
tle more than name-calling, and 
not a serious argument. Everyone 
is petrified of AIDS, that mysteri¬ 
ous and so-far incurable illness. 
To label an opposing political 
opinion a symptom of AIDS is, in 
essence, a panicked admission of 
defeat on the conceptual level. 
Ltaable to persuade one's listen¬ 
ers (those who are not already 
convinced, at any rate) of the ra¬ 
tional and empirical flaws in the 
Opposing argument, one makes a 
transparent effort to frighten peo¬ 
ple away from it. 

To advance a meaningful argu¬ 
ment, Gvirtzman would have to 
prove that his analogy enhances 
our undemanding of political pro¬ 
cesses. Is the etiology of break¬ 
downs and crises in society and 


politics similar to that of diseases 
in biological organisms? Are there 
political T cells and antibodies 
floating about in the political cir¬ 
culatory system, ready to attack 
dangerous invading germs? 
Gvirtzman's claim that there is 
something like an immune system 
in political bodies is actually an 
anti-democratic call for the sup¬ 
pression of opinions that diverge 
from his own. 

GVIRTZMAN IS incensed be¬ 
cause many Israelis have ex¬ 
pressed the view that the behavior 
of the settlers in the occupied ter¬ 
ritories should be subject to the 
same legal and moral standards as 
that of the Palestinians. As he 
says. “This [alleged] symmetry 
[between Jews and” Arabs] in rela¬ 
tion to the entire political dispute 
is the basis for national suidde. To 
blur perception of the identity of 
the enemy and his intentions, to 
relate to enemy and friend as 
equals, and assert the symmetry 


between the wolf and the sheep - 
expresses dangerous naivete." 

In short, according to Gvirtz- 
man, the Arabs are wolves, and 
we are sheep - though he does not 
mention that we are the best¬ 
armed sheep in ovine history. 

According to the professor, the 
Arabs are now, have always been, 
and always will be the implacable 
enemies of the Jews and of Zion¬ 
ism. and any offer of peace or of a 
cease-fire is merely an effort on 
their part to buy time in prepara¬ 
tion for the final offensive. 

If this is true, I wonder why two 
prominent political leaders from 
Nablus, people who have served 
long sentences in Israeli prisons 
for membership in hostile organi¬ 
zations. accepted our invitation to 
attend our Pessah seder. 

Was it part of a concerted, sin¬ 
ister plot to lull naive Jews into 
thinking they had undergone a 
change of heart? What exactly 
would it take to convince someone 
like Gvirtzman that not every 


Arab is out to kill us all and de¬ 
stroy the State of Israel, that when 
some of them say they are willing 
to live side by side with us in 
peace, they mean it? After all. the 
ones who don’t want to live with 
us in peace do not hesitate to say 
so. 

Our friends from Nablus ac¬ 
cepted the invitation because they 
like us. and were curious. In pris¬ 
on they had been forced to eat 
matza every year, and no one had 
ever explained why. As we pro¬ 
ceeded through the ritual. 1 kept 
thinking to myself, “We're show¬ 
ing you the secret of our strength 
here, the reality of rhe Jewish peo¬ 
ple. our continuity and our root¬ 
edness in the Middle East and the 
Land of Israel. Can you see it?" 

I think they could. If they 
hadn't wanted to learn about us. 
they wouldn’t have come. I also 
thought to myself, “The story of 
our liberation from slavery in 
Egypt must inspire us. and you, 
not to enslave anyone else." 


Along with our Nablus guests, 
we had two Jewish families with 
all their children, veteran immi¬ 
grants like ourselves from En¬ 
gland and the US, and three Ger¬ 
man musicians, one of whom is 
also Jewish. 

If Gvirtzman seeks an analogy, 
why not use the Germans? Have 
we ever had a greater or more 
murderous enemy? Yet today, 
though Jews can never forgive 
Nazi Germany or forget what was 
done to us. generally we live on 
civilized terms with the Germans. 

Given the proper circum¬ 
stances. people change. Why is it 
less realistic to believe that our 
Arab enemies might change their 
minds than to believe that their 
enmity is as immutable and eter¬ 
nal as the law of gravity? 

If we're going to throw medical 
insults at each other. 1 could ac¬ 
cuse Gvirtzman of senility brought 
on by hardening of the arteries. 
But I prefer to discuss arguments 
on their merits.

An Australian business magnate 
says Israel’s greatest natural 
resource is its brainpower, 

Allison Kaplan Sommer writes 


A ustralian business¬ 
man John Gough was con¬ 
sidered a maverick when 
he began opening factories in Ma¬ 
laysia, Indonesia and China IS 
years ago. 

Now that the future of Austra¬ 
lia’s economy is seen to lie in co¬ 
operation and integration with its 
Pacific neighbors, he has been 
proven a visionary. 

Gough, 65, ruddy-faced, hearty 
and cheerful, fits the stereotype of 
the happy-go-lucky Aussie. In 
fact, he is the elder statesman of 
the Australian business world. 

He is chairman of Pacific Dun¬ 
lop Ltd., the company he served 
as chief executive officer in the 
1980s. The multifaceted company 
makes a variety of products, with 
an emphasis on rubber goods, in¬ 
cluding tires and condoms. 

In addition, he sits on the 
boards of five of the country’s 10 
largest companies, including its 
largest bank. 

He is also chairman of the advi¬ 
sory board of the Graduate School 
of Business Administration at the 
University of Melbourne, where 
he passes on the management 
principles which have led to his 
success. 

One of his central guidelines: 
Make sure yon have fun. 

•‘Unless you enjoy what you do, 
don't do it." Gough said. 

“I often tell our younger people 
that unless you wake up wanting 
to go to work in the morning, you 
haven’t found your correct job. 
Unless you are working and you 
look at your watch and say: ‘Oh 
dear, is it already 6 o'clock,' then 
you are really not really involved 
in the task. When you are really 
involved, you don’t think of it as 
hard work." 

Gough brought his business in¬ 
stincts and bis sense of fun here 
last week as leader of the largest 
trade mission ever by the Israel- 
Australia. New Zealand and Oce¬ 
ania Chamber of Commerce. 


The 40 Australian businessmen 
on the mission - most of them 
non-Jews - toured the country and 
got an overview of industry and 
research. 

Gough was so impressed with 
the agricultural research at the 
Volcani Institute that he brought 
one of its tomatoes with him to 
display at a cocktail reception held 
for the delegation. 

GOUGH VIEWS business global¬ 
ly, and has seen it pay off. When 
he took the helm of Pacific Dun¬ 
lop in 1930, the company relied on 
protective tariffs. He turned it into 
a firm that could stand up to any 
kind of competition, according to 
a glowing Australian press. 

Today, it has more than % fac¬ 
tories all over the world, in China, 
Taiwan, Sri Lanka, the Philip¬ 
pines, Mexico and Malaysia. Dur¬ 
ing his stewardship. Pacific Dun¬ 
lop's assets grew from S415 million 
in 1980 to more than $2 billion 
when he retired as CEO in 1987. 
The profit growth rate during that 
period was 30 percent, and sales 
revenue went up 17 percent, he 
said. 

Gough said he found similar¬ 
ities in the futures of Australian 
and Israeli manufacturing. 

“I think that both our futures 
are linked to having intelligent 
and well-educated societies," he 
said, “because in the end, the suc¬ 
cess of our economy and the ful¬ 
fillment of people is going to come 
about by having goods that you 
can sell around the world. To do 
that, they are going to have to be a 
lot of technical goods, because 
cheap goods are going to come 
from Asia. 

“Asia is growing so fast. [Asian 
countries] have GNP growth rates 
of up to 12 percent to 13 percent 
... and they are big nations, great 
populations. China has 1.2 billion 
people - dextrous, intelligent, 
hardworking people. Indonesia 
has 104 million people."

The only way that countries like 
Israel, population 5.3 million, and 
Australia, with about 17.5 million 
people, can thrive, he said, is by 
“offering goods with a difference, 
often called niche products, and in 
areas where your intelligent peo¬ 
ple and workforce can be 
creative.” 

Australia, however, is blessed 
with a large land mass and natural 
resources that give its economy a 
stronger base. 

Still, from his travels, Gough 
said he has seen small countries 
without resources, but with “co¬ 
hesiveness and determination of 
purpose." have made their econo¬ 
mies thrive. 

“The only resources you’ve got 
in Israel, by my observation, is 
people. You are exactly the same 
as Singapore. As 1 see it, Singa¬ 
pore and Israel are in the same 
situation. You have a small land 
mass, little area for agriculture, 
but highly intelligent people with a 
high standard of living. 

“What Singapore has done re¬ 
cently is just remarkable. Their 
wage costs now, and their stan¬ 


dard of living, is equal to Austra¬ 
lia. Another country that is inter¬ 
esting is Japan, because Japan too 
has little resources other than peo¬ 
ple, and look what they've 
achieved. So what you need is a 
cohesive society working towards 
common goals.” 

Gough believes that great bene¬ 
fits for Australia lie in becoming a 
link to its neighboring Pacific 
countries. That belief intensified 
during his visit to Israel, speaking 
to businessmen here who are ea¬ 
ger to do business in Malaysia and 
Indonesia; but are having difficul¬ 
ty overcoming the difficulties of 
penetrating these Moslem 
nations. 

Israel is a perfect example, be 
said, of a country that can really 
use Australia as a bridge to new 
markets. 

“I think Australia has to be¬ 
come very sophisticated towards 
Asia. We have to become very 
knowledgeable and a gateway to 
Asia, so those from faraway na¬ 
tions will seek advice on how to do 
business in the whole vast-growing 
Asian-Pacific area, will turn to 


Australia for banking advice, 
manufacturing advice, political 
advice. We have to build institu¬ 
tions and to specialize in this.” . 

AS FOR future investment in Is¬ 
rael, “I would be quite positive 
about it. I would be quite positive 
about brainpower industries. I 
think computer software would be 
good, but I am not in that busi¬ 
ness. I find it difficult to under¬ 
stand it.” 

One potential area of invest¬ 
ment, he said, is in the extensive, 
development of medical instru¬ 
ments currently going on here. Pa¬ 
cific Dunlop is already involved in 
the field, producing an instrument 
which helps those who are bom 
profoundly deaf hear and makes it 
possible to teach them to speak. 

As a staunch believer in trade 
and cooperation with China and 
Southeast Asia, Gough disagrees 
with those in Australia who be¬ 
lieve that human-rights policy and 
trade policy necessarilygo hand in 
hand.

A resented and controversial new species: Swedish yuppies 


I N a stock trading room above 
a cobblestone street in Stock¬ 
holm’s gentrified old city, 
Mattias Westman sits on the front 
lines of a bitter and unfinished 
struggle that Swedes call systems- 
kaifte, or changing the system. 

As Sweden slogs out of its deep¬ 
est recession since the 1930s, this 
proudly egalitarian country is 
grappling with a broad challenge: 
how to create new jobs while re¬ 
vising a cradle-to-grave welfare 
system it can no longer afford. 

A central question is what to do 
with young men like Westman and 


his colleagues at the dynamic and 
successful brokerage firm Hag- 
stromer & Qviberg - a prominent 
symbol of that most resented and 
controversial species, the new 
Swedish yuppie. 

“There are too few young peo¬ 
ple coming into the market," 
Westman lamented while juggling 
teiephores and punching buttons 
on computerized stock screens. So 
unpopular is the flashy, unapolo- 
getic pursuit of wealth in Sweden 
these days, he said, that “people 
in the financial community have 
become more subdued. They’re

not driving Porsches. They're 
driving Saabs." 

His parents are slightly embar¬ 
rassed that he trades stocks.

ist." After pausing to speak on the 
telephone, he reported, “A friend 
just Tang to say he bought a Fer¬ 
rari yesterday - it’s not that bad.” 

WESTMAN’S COMMENTS re¬ 
flect ambivalence about free mar¬ 
kets in Sweden more than two 
years after a center-right govern¬ 
ment led by Prime Minister Carl 
BOdt plunged the country into a 
brave new post-socialist world. 

He promised a trimmer welfare 
state, lower taxes and greater free¬ 
dom of choice in society and the 
economy. 

After decades of building a 
mixed socialist and capitalist sys¬ 
tem - “capitalism without capital¬ 
ists," as government economist 
Klas Eklund called it - Sweden is 
attempting to introduce new mar¬ 
ket incentives in its state-dominat¬ 
ed, welfare-driven system. 

Because of its generous across- 


the-board social benefits, that sys¬ 
tem was a model for Europe dur¬ 
ing the postwar period and the 
envy of many in the industrialized 
world. 

No more. It is going broke, and 
quickly. 

Yet many Swedes, while recog¬ 
nizing that some break with their 
past is inevitable, insist that in 
their pursuit of the free markets, 
they do not want Swedish rich to 
become very much richer or Swed¬ 
ish poor to become very much 
poorer. The question dividing the 
country today is whether this ap¬ 
proach is possible anymore, or de-. 
si table. 

“I don’t think Swedes have ad¬ 
justed yet to the new freedoms," 
said Peter Egardt, Bildt's chief of 
staff. 

“We are not used to big differ¬ 
ences in income.... Something in 
our mind says, “You shan’t stand 
out too much.’ "

Firms cut back 
on copycat 
drugs, David S. 
Hilzenrath 
reports 


C HANGES in the health-; 
care business are driving.; 
many drug companies to do, 
something their critics have long, 
been urging - curtail development^ 
of so-called me-too drugs, which 
serve essentially the same purpose r 
as products already on the market. - 
Those pharmaceutical makers 
are increasing their emphasis on> 
potential ••breakthrough" drugs - 
major medical advances - because ■. 
health insurers’ efforts to reducei 
costs are making me-too diugs^ 
harder to market profitably,, in -- 1 
dustrv executives said. 

“We’re very ruthlessly stopping 
projects when we think that we 
will be second or third in the mar¬ 
ketplace or if the advantage af-. 
forded by a new molecule is not a- 
really substantial innovative leap- 
forward," said Leigh Thompson, 
chief scientific officer of Eli Lilly 
&C0. ■ 

The pressure on me-toos is com¬ 
ing from managed-care health 
plans, which are using their grow¬ 
ing influence to squeeze pharma¬ 
ceutical prices. Managed-care 
plans often develop lists of drugs 
approved for coverage under their 
prescription-drug benefits, and 
they frequently negotiate dis¬ 
counts with suppliers for products 
on the lists. 

DRUGMAKERS SAID it can be 
difficult to get me-too drugs added 
to the lists, and they expect it to 
become even harder to command 
high enough prices to recoup their 
investment in me-toos. 

■ “The payers simply are not go¬ 
ing to pay premium prices for me- 
too drugs." said an executive at 
one company that manages drug 
purchases for health insurers. 

“The bucks aren't going to be 
there." 

But by producing fewer me- 
toos, drugmakers could -make it 
more difficult for insurers and oth-. 
er large buyers to bargain down 
prices. Although they are “often- 
derided as not contributing to - 
health" care," me-too drugs are 
needed if there is to be price com¬ 
petition, die government’s Office 
of TechnologyiAssessment said, in 
a report last year. 

Drag-industry critics have fault¬ 
ed manufacturers in the past for 
lavishing time and money on me- 
too drugs when, they could be de¬ 
veloping cures and treatments for 
unsolved medical problems. 

But drugmakers say one risk of t 
a “no me-too policy" is that re- : ’ 
search will be aborted before they' 
know whether the chemicals they * 
are studying will lead to incremen¬ 
tal or major advances. 

Another is that companies will 
stay out of races to develop specif-. 
ic products if they perceive them-' 
selves as trailing another compa¬ 
ny, only to see the frontrunner 
falter somewhere down the road. 

Me-too drags often offer mea¬ 
surable, if modest, advantages in 
safety or effectiveness over the 
products that precede them, in¬ 
dustry officials say. Medicines do. 
not affect everyone the same way, 
and the benefits of the me-too 
product can be profound for some 
patients, they say. . 

“Fro worried that we are going 
to find ourselves developing too. 
few drugs because weare setting; 
our standards, too high," said 
Leon Rosenberg, president of the 
research arm of Bristol-Myers 
Squibb Co. and a former dean of". 
Yale Medical School. •

$ “A nice steady game,” Ingber- 
man writes, “won't win many pair 
games, but it is the most effective 
style at IMPs. In a typical match, 
both sides toss away- bushels of 
IMPs, so that whicbeyer side plays 
less badly emerges victorious. 

“Bridge is a game of mistakes. 
A match in which both sides play 
well is a rare bird indeed. Invari¬ 
ably the losing side has beaten it¬ 
self rather than been defeated by 
superior play.” 

• THe converse is also true. The 
great A1 Roth, whose record in 
-tpp-ffight pair events is unsur¬ 
passed in America, once offered 
this advice in his Dr. Roth col¬ 
umn:'“Do something different at 
match points. Take chances. If ev¬ 
erything goes your way on a given 
night, you will get with a win." 

WHY ARE team games different 
from.pairs? Because at teams your 
spore is compared with only one 
other table. At pairs your score is 
compared with at least 12 other

results. 

Dallas Ace Bob Hamman once 
contrasted teams and pairs to a 
boxing match: “Teams is similar 
to two heavyweight boxers slug¬ 
ging it out. Pairs is like a ring filled 
with a bundred drunks and the 
one that's still standing at the end 
of the night is the-winner." 

“The psychology of team com¬ 
petition,” Ingberman writes, “in¬ 
volves both the struggle of person¬ 
alities as well as the ability to 
apply talent and skill upon de¬ 
mand. Concentration and self-dis¬ 
cipline will often make the differ¬ 
ence in a tough match. 
Competition at a high level in any 
sport is tough enough all by itself. 
But competition without courtesy 
andgdod manners is a special kind 
of hell; and ffte'heat of the battles 
should not be an excuse to justify 
bad manners or bad ethics. 

"Why do some players in every 
sport seldom give their best, while 
others seem to thrive on pressure? 
Every competitor fears defeat and 
failure. These feelings may be 
overwhelming - the result is 
bound to be ignominious defeat. 
You must learn to tame your fear 
with stubborn determination to 
concentrate completely on the 
task at hand. Much depends on 
appearances - always, present a 
bold front, even when faced with 
an opponent whom you regard 
with awe and admiration. Nothing 
should show on the surface. A 
confident appearance is .a great 


asset at the bridge table. 

“Shrug off your disasters, how¬ 
ever difficult it may be. Always be 
sympathetic and understanding 
towards your partner. As an ex¬ 
ample of maintaining partner’s 
morale under pressure the follow¬ 
ing effort by Pietro Forquet is 
unsurpassed.” 

TODAY'S^DEAL, the finest ex¬ 
ample in history of shrugging off a 
bridge disaster, was first reported 
by Eric Jannersten in Bridge 
World Magazine in September, 
1056. The scene was the European 
championship match between the 
two leaders, Italy and France. 

Jannersten wrote: “Trezel’s 
double of seven spades was obvi¬ 
ously the height of indiscretion, 
since it might easily have guided 
declarer to a first round finesse 
against the spade jack, and that 
would have been that. However, 
as noted. Siniscalco (West) ran 
out to seven notrump, thereby re¬ 
versing the good judgment he had 
displayed so consistently m previ¬ 
ous cases. When North doubled 
the seven notrump contract and 
proceeded to take six heart tricks, 
Siniscalco must have suffered the 
tortures of the damned. But the 
Italians’ fine team-spirit was equal 
to the occasion. Pietro Forquet 
(East) uttered not a word of re¬ 
buke, and his good temper al¬ 
lowed his partner to recover and 
play well for the rest of the 
match.” 

Oh yes - Italy won the match, 
and with it the championship. Bra¬ 
vo to Forquet, who must bave 
beeD boiling inwardly but never 
said a harsh word to his partner.

Galilee, a good place for all seasons 


A little more than a century 
ago, David Shub was sent 
here from Romania to see 
if Galilee was a good place for 
Jews to settle. 

He arrived in midwinter. It 
must have been a fine rainy sea¬ 
son, for he returned to Europe 
and told the prospective settlers 
that the hills were lush and green, 
and that there was a beautiful riv¬ 
er where they could catch fish. 

Of course when the Jews ar¬ 
rived in late summer, the hills 
were bare, ribbed rocky ridges, 
and the river had disappeared, 
leaving only the dry wadi bed. It 
must have been quite a shock. 

But this only illustrates in part 
the miracle that takes place in 
Galilee when it is good and rainy. 
Right now the hills are velvet

green, even though there hasn't 
been enough rain to fill the wadi 
and create a river, nor enough 
snow to put a real crown on the 
Hermon. 

But the wildflowers are startling 
amongst the green foliage: anem¬ 
ones in red, lavender and white, 
and cyclamen in every shade of 
white to dark pink, with leaves so 
lovely it’s hard to decide which is 
more attractive - the blossom or. 
the leaf. 

Wild calendula grow so close 
together that the flowers make a 
bright yellow patch. 

There’s even a dramatic indiec 


lupine flower here and there. The 
Kinneret is a blaze of blue water, 
full up to its banks once again. 
After several years of receding 
shoreline, this is a welcome sight. 

The Hufa is once again a 
swamp, at least for a time. It is 
almost impossible to remember 
what it was like a few seasons ago. 
It is also hard to imagine rhat^ 
soon, all that is now green will be 
brown and sere, and that the glo¬ 
ries of the rainy season will be just 
a memory. 

But these drastic variations are 
what make this land so vitally 
interesting. 


There's always something new 
or different. 

I remember, when I lived in the 
tropics, how often I longed for 
autumn and winter. There was too 
much of a sameness about all that 
lush beauty, something stultifying 
about the eternal aroma of flower 
and vine. I often yearned for just 
one bare-branched tree against a 
winter sky. 

Here, there are cool mornings 
even in midsummer, and the cold¬ 
est winter provides jewel-like days 
when the sky is clear, the sun is 
warm and you can sit outside and 
watch the birds foraging in the 
garden. 

This variety makes it hard to 
complain about the weather - be¬ 
cause whatever it is, tomorrow 
just may be different.

U SUALLY one of the less 
conspicuous members of 
the cabinet, Transport 
Minister Yisrael Kessar this week 
became a candidate for the Guin¬ 
ness Book of Records when he 
took over the portfolios of the 
government ministers who went to 
Cairo for the signing. 

As acting prime minister, Kes¬ 
sar also became responsible for 
Yitzhak Rabin's other portfolios, 
which include defense, health, in¬ 
terior and religious affairs. In ad¬ 
dition, he temporarily replaced 
Shimon Peres as foreign minister, 
Avraham Sbohat as finance minis¬ 
ter, Moshe Shahal as police and 
energy minister, Yossi Sarid as en¬ 
vironment minister and Shubmiit 
AJoni as science, arts, culture and 
communications minister. “But I 
can't change anything," he 
quipped as he bade his colleagues 
farewell at Ben-Gurion Airport. 
“I don’t have control of the 
Knesset.” 

ALTHOUGH SHE wore beige 
for the Gaza/Jericho signing cere¬ 
mony, Lea Rabin's choice of a 
bright green suit to wear to Cairo 
on the eve of the signing by her 
husband and PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat was politically in¬ 
correct. Green is the color worn 
by women opposed to the peace 
process. Many of them took to the 
streets on Tuesday night to partici¬ 
pate in torchlight protest 
demonstrations. 

IT LOOKED like poor organiza¬ 
tion by the Egyptians that kept 
septuagenarians Rabin and Shi- 
monPeres on their feet for more 
than two hours during the signing 
ceremony. The stamina of each 
has been taxed in recent months 
by constant traveling, negotia¬ 
tions, speech-making and media 
interviews. 

The least they could expect af¬ 
ter an almost sleepless night was 
to be able to sit down even while 
history was being made. US Secre¬ 
tary of State Warren Christopher 
is no spring chicken either. 

OFF TO South Africa on Sunday 
to witness the equally historic 
presidential inauguration of Nel¬ 
son Mandela, Ezer Weizman will 
return home just in time to cele¬ 
brate the first anniversary on May 
13 of his own inauguration as 
president. 

SOUTH AFRICAN radio jour¬ 
nalist Lisa Chart, reporting from 
the Beloved Country on Israel 
Television's IBA News, urged 
South Africans in Israel to come 
back and join in the task of nation 


building. Among those returning 
is ANC activist Esther Levitan. 
Th anks to the swift action of 
South African Ambassador Mal¬ 
colm Ferguson, after The Jerusa¬ 
lem Post told him of her case, 
Levitan has just regained the 
South African citizenship she was 
deprived of 12 years ago. Inter¬ 
viewed on Educational Televi¬ 
sion, Levitan, who has spent the- 
past decade in the Promised Land, 
told Israel Segal that she was going 
back to take up new challenges. 

DEFENSE MINISTRY director- 
general Aluf (res.) David Ivri sel¬ 
dom betrays emotion. The former 
commander of the Air Force, who 
has frequently accepted pilots' in¬ 
vitations to visit the cockpit, never 
imagined that such an invitation 
would be extended on a Gulf Air 
carrier. Nor did he envisage that 
anyone traveling on an Israeli 
passport would be permitted to 
board. But Ivri, who this week led 
the delegation to the multilateral 
talks on arms control in Doha, 
Qatar, was but one of several Is¬ 
raeli passengers. The invitation to 
visit the cockpit came a few min¬ 
utes before the plane was due to 
land. Deeply moved by the ges¬ 
ture, Ivri quickly acclimatized to 
the tum of events both in the air 
and on the ground, declaring that 
“Qatar is yet another station on 
the road to Damascus.” 

CONFUSING TERMINOL¬ 
OGY: Tel Aviv economics consul¬ 
tant Dr. Dan Morgenstern, a spe¬ 
cialist in environmental affairs, 
frequently lectures on damage to 
the ozone layer. Interrupted dur¬ 
ing an address to a group of senior 
citizens, Morgenstern barely man¬ 
aged to keep a straight face when 
the interjecror said: “You're very 
tail. Maybe you can see the hole in 
the ozone layer?” 

ORGANIZERS OFFERED to 
give him a free ticket, but Libi 
founder MK Raphael.

Edith Cresson. later a 
premier of France, was quoted in 
a British newspaper in 1991 as say¬ 
ing one-fourth of British men were 
homosexuals. 

A.A. Gill, in a mischievous es¬ 
say in The Sunday Times, re¬ 
sponded: “The French have al¬ 
ways had a vastly inflated view of 
themselves and they are having to 
come to terms with the fact that 
the rest of the world views them as 
funny, ill-mannered, strutting lit¬ 
tle provindals.”

A national voice 
and simple images

Y EHUDA Amichai, Israel's 
best known poet, is turning 
70 this month, and the 
event will be celebrated here and 
abroad. 

Amichai, who was feted this 
week at Jerusalem's Mishkenot 
Sha'ananim artists' guest house, 
has produced a large body of fine 
poetry which is widely read in the 
original Hebrew and is widely 
translated. 

He uses a limited, colloquial vo¬ 
cabulary making his poetry both 
accessible to native speakers nnd 
easy to translate. 

His effects depend more on his 
witty and original imagery than on 
his use of language, as in the fol¬ 
lowing: “I’m a demonstration. I 
raise/ My face like a placard. Ev¬ 
erything's written there. Every¬ 
thing./ Please. there ? s no need to 
shoot tear gas J I'm already crying. 
There’s no need to disperse me/ 
I’m scattered/ And the dead, too. 
are a demonsration.” 



Clearly, Amichai’s writing is ad¬ 
mired for more than its originality. 
His simple language pierces the 
cliches of ordinary discourse and, 
emotionally, be is very profound. 

Born in Wurzburg, Germany, 
he came to Jerusalem at 13 with 
his middle-class, religiously obser¬ 
vant family. He studied at the 
Ma'aJeh High School, some of 
whose graduates would go on en¬ 
rich Israeli culture. 

Amichai fought with the Jewish 
Brigade in World War II and with 
the Palmah in the War of Indepen¬ 
dence. 

He served with Haim Guri. an¬ 
other prominent poet who is still 
one of Amichai's friends and 
admirers. 

Unlike his native-born contem¬ 
poraries who grew up on the poet¬ 
ry of Bialik, Tchemikhovsky, Al¬ 
ee rm an and Uri Zvi Greenberg, 
Amichai was exposed to poetry in 
English and German at an early 
and formative age. Critics point to

the influence of Auden and Rilke 
on his work. 

He began writing in the 1950s 
while a student at the Hebrew 
University and was immediately 
recognized as a distinctive and im- 
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pressive talent. In addition to his 
poetry, he has written highly re¬ 
garded fiction. 

Critic Gabriel Moked, editor of 
Ahshav, a major literary review, 
has been a friend of Amichai's 
since their university days. 

Interviewed by Neri Livne in 
Kol Ha'Ir last week, he said: 
“Suppose a person wanted to get 
advice as to how to live from poet¬ 
ry. Well, the advice he would get 
from Amichai's poems that it's 
good to love and not to make war, 
it's good to be in a state of dia¬ 
logue, firing as a couple is a good 
thing, it’s good to preserve friend¬ 
ship, it’s good to live in a humane 
world.” 

Livne responded, provocative¬ 
ly, “Isn’t that the morality of the 
mediocre, silent majority?” 

Moked answered, “Yes, but af¬ 


ter it’s undergone a marvelous re-' f 
susdtation.” • 

Amichai's voice is not one of 
conformity, but one of persona 
rediscovery of well-known truths, 
a reexamination of the premises o 
life. ; 

Paradoxically - and, were there 
no paradoxes, there would, ofi 
course, be no poetry - Amichai, 
the lover of peace, is proud of his 
service in war. 

Amichai, the personal, private, 
individualist has also written po¬ 
ems that are used widely at memo¬ 
rial services for fallen soldiers and 
have become part of a kind of 
national liturgy. 

Often mentioned as a candidate 
for the Nobel Prize, with his wryly 
humane poetry, Amichai has 
brought the voice of modem He¬ 
brew culture all over the world.
